He 
had scarcely sobered his ecstacy down to 
the conventional stage when Rosalie 
returned, a guitar slung over her Bhoul- 
der. For half an hour exquisite strains 
from Schubert, Donizetti and other great 
m asters of song filled the apartment, 
and really made it a temple of art. 
Tbe 
capital tenor of W alter Beaumont—the 
vouth in question—added not a little to 
the treat, whose escaping strains drew 
many an humble resident to his door, 


delighted to partake of an entertainm ent 
which cost nothing. Rosalie had at one 
time been a pnpil of the Paris Conserva­ 
tory, and had entertained in her early 
yonth dreams of becoming a famous 
diva. B at alas! as has so often proved 
to be the case, her voice turned out to 
possess only a parlor compass, and she 
drifted into the ballet.

I would 
long ago have sacrificed my pride, for 
your sake, and sought to m elt his heart, 
but I knew how useless the effort would 
have been. It m atters little, my darling, 
for my few remaining years, whether the 
blessed light of heaven shall be denied 
to me or not. 
All my anxieties are cen­ 
tered in you, and all the more because 
you are engaged in a business so perilous 
to a young girl.” 
H ere, for the presen*, we draw the 
curtaiu over this confidence of m other 
and daughter. 


A RETROSPECT. 
The reader will naturally wonder what 
train of circumstances could have led up 
to the associations outlined in the fore­ 
going sketch. 
And yet it all occurred 
very naturally and without any startling 
incident. 
Mary Barling, brought up on 
a thrifty New England farm, had, in the 
ordinary evolution of New England life, 
been met and wooed by a handsome and 
energetic young shipw right, who had 
waxed prosperous and had removed to 
New York. 
With the means he had ac­ 
cumulated he thought he saw in specula­ 
tion the certainty of a colossal fortune, as 
so many others had done before him , 
and as so m any will do in tbe future. 
His entry on Wall Street was signalized 
by ups and downs, and slowly but irre­ 
sistibly the usufruct of years of industry 
and business enterprise were drawn into 
that mighty maelstrom . The downward 
descent though slow was sure. From 
comparative opulence, Barline, his wife 
and young daughter knew all the trans­ 
itions from shabby gentility to deep and 
irremediable poverty. 
Repulsed by a 
wealthy brother-in-law, who had piled 
up riches in a plodding way, and who 
had found in his later career far better 
returns in usury than ever follows specu­ 
lation, except in the rare instances which 
simply serve as lures to destruction to 
the general run of m ankind, Barling 
had fallen dead on his threshold as 
he returned to announce to his broken­ 
hearted wife the failure of his mission 
to seek aid from her brother. Left abso­ 
lutely without means, with a fifteen-year 
old danghter on her hands, the widow 
had no recourse but her needle. 
For­ 
tunately Bhe was a proficient in a line of 
work which commanded a rem uneration 
of a higher grade than that which was 
paid to the ordinary needle-woman, and 
in this she was assisted by Eva. 
Be­ 
tween the two they managed to m ain­ 
tain their modest household in that 
decent poverty which is accepted un 
complainingly by so many of the de­ 
serving poor. 
The widow was not only 
content, but thankful, and having been 
brought up in a poor but refined house­ 
hold, she was able to give Eva the bene­ 
fit of a careful instruction during the in­ 
tervals of their common labors. 
Thus m atters passed for some time, 
until finally a cloud was cast over their 
household, whose significance none but 
tbe very poor ever know. 
The m other’s 
sight began to fail. Disgniee it as the 
poor woman m ight, it made advances 
which it was impossible to conceal from 
her daughter, and still less easy to hide 
from her employers. 
The character of 
her work began to deteriorate. The 
end as to her own labors was clearly 
near at hand. 
There is nothing like poverty for 
making people genuinely democratic. 
In 
the 
same 
tenem ent house—one 
which alm ost realized the dignity of a 
French flat, it was so removed from the 
ordinarily vulgar associations of suoh a 
place—in which, the Burlings had last 
taken up their abode, resided one Mad­ 
emoiselle Rosalie de Daucourt, the lady 
of whom we have had a glimpse in the 
opening chapter of this story. 
Falling 
from her high estate of an aspirant for 
operatic honors, she had gravitated, as 
we have said, into the ballet. 
H er at­ 


tainments were so universal that, after 
her youth had passed into the vocative, 
together with her beauty, she was inval­ 
uable to a manager as a general utility 
woman. Ready to take any role, from 
that of a figurante to a coryphée, with a 
good enough voice to be serviceable in 
almost any capacity, aod with sufficient 
terpsichorean skill to take the place of 
the prem iere, if th a t haughty creature 
should fall ill, or pretend to be ill, on a 
rainy or otherwise disagreeable night, 
Mademoiselle Rosalie held a secure if 
not exalted position at th e theaters, 
Although 
she 
had 
seen 
herself 
descend 
from 
a 
star 
to a hack 
and from 
a beauty to a creature of 
skin and bone, she had her value and 
was able to get place and salary when 
more pretentious and yoúnger artists 
failed to get either. 
Mademoiselle Rosalie soon formed the 
acquaintance of the Barliugs, and made 
a valuable and pleasant incident in their 
life of contented poverty. She had early 
taken a fancy to the lovely girl with the 
golden red tresses, and with her enthusi­ 
astic southern natnre she was not long 
in making it apparent. 
She loaded her­ 
self with the bouquets that were often 
showered on the stage, distributing a 
liberal share of them upon the apart­ 
m ents of the Burlings. 
She made Eva 
a partaker in the pleasure which ehe 
derived from her innum erable parrots 
and canarieB. 
H er guitar and her still 
tuneful voice were always at hand to in­ 
fuse an air of gaiety in the tasteful quar­ 
ters of the m other and daughter; and- 
many a dainty feast, in which each 
luxuries as -pate de foie gras and truflea 
figured 
found 
its 
way 
into 
the 
Burling quarters 
for their joint con­ 
sumption, as to 
one of 
the party 
being 
washed 
down 
by 
a 
small 
bottle of Bordeaux, which Mademoiselle 
was obliged to dispatch herself, the New 
England training of her friends making 
them look askance at this indulgence. 
She did more than make them partake 
of her abundance, for she fairly corus­ 
cated with high spirits and good hum or, 
and diffused an atm osphere of jollity 
which was most welcome to the sorely 
tried widow, and without which many 
an honr would have passed very drearily. 
Of course, having been adm itted to 
snch an unreserved intim acy with the 
family, Mademoiselle saw the coming 
affliction long before even Eva dream ed 
of it. She had long been revolving a 
scheme in her active Gallic brain hsfore 
ehe ventured to speak of it to either 
mother or daughter. 
Finally one day 
she m astered courage and broached the 
matter. 
“ Ma petite is ver beautiful,” she said, 
encircling Eva w ith her arm s, and 
fondly stroking her hair. 
“ Madame, 
why not Mademoiselle Eva enter ze bal­ 
let. 
Ze grand success aw ait her. 
Ze 
plaudits and ze enthusiasm 
superb. 
First Mademoiselle ze figurante, and zen 
ze corpybéa, and zen ze prem iere. 
O h! 
ze grand futnre for m a petite. After ze 
little while Mademoiselle Eva figures as 
ze Bonfanti.” 
This proposition shocked Mrs. Burling 
inexpressibly at first, but Rosalie contin­ 
ued to ply her with argum ents. 
She 
solemnly bound herself to be E va’s 
vigilant guardian, and no promise was 
ever made with more sincerity. Visions 
of her pet's success[fioated in her im agin­ 
ation, and, indeed,considering E va’s un­ 
usual graces of person and superb physi­ 
cal endowments, these were not without 
warrant. She saw for her friend tbe 
splendid success which she herself had 
just failed to achieve, and determ ined to 
impel her to heights she had not been 
able to mount. 
W ith the thorough de­ 
votion to art which characterizes French­ 
women of her class, and which takes no 
acoount of virginal modesty, she made 
light of the scruples that naturally arose 
in the m inds of both m other and daugh­ 
ter, m aintaining that E va coaid be as 
pure on the stage aa off of it, and that 
the scant skirts of a figurante could 
cover a soul as white as snow. 
In all 
this she was perfectly sincere. 
In truth, 
she would have torn the heart from any 
one who had m editated an assault on 
the virginal purity of her friend. 
We are told that constant dropping 
will wear a stone, and at last a reluctant 
consent was wrung from the widow Bur­ 
ling that her daughter should figure iu a 
ballet. Let no one of Puritanic ideas 
condemn this poor m other! 
W ith a vis­ 
itation of an awful calam ity impending 
over her, with the knowledge that the 
joint labors of her daughter and herself 
were barely sufficient to m aintain them 
in the necessaries and the decencies of 
life, and that her own contribution to the 
fund must shortly be w ithdrawn, what 
wonder that she at last j ielded to what 
she knew was in any event a suggestion 
of sterling friendship? She felt, with a 
m other’s instinct, that Rosalie would 
guard her daughter as a lioness her cubs. 
There was no difficulty iu Eva making 
her 
entree 
on 
the 
stage. 
In ­ 
deed, the mere 
request 
of 
Rosa­ 
lie would have been conclusive with 
half 
a 
dozen managers. 
In 
their 
long acquaintance, even 
before 
the 
m other’s affliction had led np to any sug­ 
gestion of utilizing the accomplishment, 
Mademoiselle hgd taken a genuine pleas­ 
ure in instructing her graceful and beau 
tiful friend in fancy dances and in many 
of the terpeichorean exercises of the 
stage. Eva looked forward to tbe inspec­ 
tion, first of the manager and then of the 
master of the ballet, with gennine alarm. 
The former was bnBineas, pure and sim­ 
ple, but knowing. To M ademoiselle's 
observation, “ Is she not superb,” that 
prosaic official responded, “ Well, I should 
rem ark.” The master of the ballet, who 
was a Hungarian, eaid little, bat looked 
a great deal of appreciation. 
Eva was an overwhelming success. 
Her fresh and captivating beanty made 
her the central figure of every spectacle, 


no m atter how complicated or brilliant 
were tbe figures, or how distinguished 
were the dancers. Crowds of dudes at­ 
tended every night for no other purpose 
but to suck the heads of their canes and 
look at and adore her. The florists’ 
shops were rifled to procure fancies rich 
and rare to throw to the etherial beauty 
whose freshness and innocence were 
puzzling as they were unique. 
Mademoiselle Rosalie was indeed a 
shield to her friend. 
That veteran 
coryphés in her green and salad days 
had undoubtedly had maov an affair of 
the heart, and wae experienced in all 
matters relating to gallantry. 
But tbe 
aroma of her girlish days in Provence 
seemed to well up in her everyday later 
life, and she was the good angel of Eva 
At the slightest evidence that th e ordi­ 
nary figurantes of the ballet were dis­ 
posed to indulge in tbe coarse persiflage 
so common to these persons, ehe would 
burBt forth in what bad a rem arkable 
verisimilitude to Gallic oaths of a pro­ 
nounced flavor, and which, with her 
flashing eyes, determined character and 
unquestioned influence, both with the 
master of the ballet and tbe manager, 
had their immediate effect. So with the 
outbursts of jealousy that the exceptional 
enthusiasm which Eva’s beauty and 
graces excited in the audience. 
I t soon 
became generally known that to attem pt 
to inoculate Eva with the coarseness of 
the ordinary figurante m eant hostility

was 
both vin­ 
dictive, influential and courageous ba- 
yond the uotial run of even the old 
soldiers of the profession, and the at­ 
tempts were dropped.

which they were glad to retreat. 
W alter Beaumont also played a very 
vseful part in this part of the programme. 
A graduate of a leading college, with 
nothing but his own efforts to rely upon, 
he was reading law, and eking oat his 
subsistence by stray newspaper work. 
Chance had thrown him into the domi­ 
cile inhabited by tbtt Burlings, and cir­ 
cumstances had favered his admission 
to the circle. 
HiatoVe for E va was not 
long in ret hing tbe stage of unlimited 
uevotion. 
At the tim a when Mademoi­ 
selle had consumm ated her scheme for 
getting her pet on the stage, Eva and 
W alter were devoted to each other, and 
the 
young 
man 
was 
only 
wait­ 
ing for his 
admission 
to 
the 
bar 
and the attainm ent of a reasonable prac­ 
tice to claim her for his bride. It was 
his delight to attend the ladies to the 
theater every evening and to retnrn after 
the performance to escort them home. 
Many a too presumptuous dude had had 
occasion, in hie too audacious homage to 
the fair Eva, to realize the fact that the 
etudent-like looking gentleman who was 
always in attendance in the obscure 
alley when the spectacle was over had a 
grip of iron and the heart of a lion. No 
single individual ever needed a second 
lesson from W alter, and hie courage and 
muscle were only called into requisition 
from the constantly recruited ranks of 
the admirers of his betrothed. 
We have briefly outlined the status of 
things when oar story opened. 
The op­ 
tical disability of Mrs. Barling bad be­ 
come so grave that special and expen­ 
sive medical treatm ent was required to 
save her from 
total blindness. 
Her 
daughter and 
friends were provided 
in 
heaped measure with everything 
but money, and Eva- had taken the 
desperate measure of appealing to her 
flinty-hearted uncle.

The famous Tower 
of Babel is almost duplicated in this 
lofty building, whose topm ost stories 
make

an apartm ent meanly furnished, sits the 
owner of tbe edifice, in itself a fortune.

Of the gas he is evidently 
economical, for the lights are turned 
low. In no featnre of the room is there 
the slightest suggestion or rem inder that 
any heart had ever pulsated with aflec- 
tion or concern for this lonely man 
There is absolutely nothing to relieve 
the sordid nakedness of the room. It is 
a lair, rather than an apartm ent, and its 
occupant is an animal, rather than a 
hnm an being, judging by all its acces­ 
sories. And yet this is the owner of the 
costly and elegant block which yields 
him plentiful income, and of m any other 
buildings beside. 
He grasps in his hand an open letter, 
and his attitude is introversive and 
melancholy. It is Christm as eve, and 
perhaps, notwithstanding his hard and 
corrugated face, memory is working 
w ithin. It needs but a glance to realize 
that he has been solitary and unloved, 
and that the gathering years have not 
been placated by a single offering which 
should make the wrinkles caused by 
their progress less noticeable or more 
amiable. 
He is soliloquizing: 
“ ’Tis 
M ary’s 
child—Mary, my sister. 
W hat long 
yeara since we two played together.” He 
caught himself in the melting mood, 
“ Tush,” he said to himself, “ becoming 
sentimental. Nonsense.” 
As he spoke the letter escaped his 
grasp and fluttered to the floor. We will 
take the liberty of the historiographer

Although I have n ot seen you for 
years, and m am m a m ight be displeased 
at my boldness, I venture to write you, 
hoping that, as you are rich and power­ 
ful, you will come to her aid.

tendance of some famons oculist her re­ 
covery is hopeless. 
Uncle, for some 
time past I have been m am m a’s sole 
support. I am nnable to provide her the 
skill which will save to her w hat is of 
more value than life itself.

Make th e comiDg blessed 
Christmas gladsome to ua. 
Your affec­

The lonely millionaire reached for the 
touching missive, picked it np 
and 
slowly read it again. 
H e dropped into a 
deep reverie. 
It was evident th*t his 
mind was busy with the idea of Christ­ 
mas, his sister and nieco and many 
other things. H e was a college-bred 
man, full of the lore of the mythology of 
Greece and all nations, and presently his 
head was filled with a queer jumble of 
all sorts of notions. 
I t sank on his 
breast, and soon he was plunged into a 
psychological condition of indescribable 
agony. 
He was dead, and had been nshered 
into the presence ot Rhadam anthus. He 
was arraigned to be judged. 
A vast 
space, filled with an uncertain light,

with every fiber of his being still tingling 
with the torture of the ordeal through 
which he had just passed, he found him ­ 
self again confronting his inexorable 
judge. 
“ Stand forth again, Ephraim Thomp­ 
son,” said Rhadam anthus, the inexorable 
judge.

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The Grand Jury appeared in Judge 
C heney’s court yesterday morning at 10 
o’clock and presentad its report, which 
is as follows: 
To the Honorable, the Superior Court of 
California in and for the County of Los 
Angeles, Department No. 1: 
The Grand Jury of Los Angeles county 
for the year 1889 respectfully subm it the 
following report: 
Here follows a tabulated statem ent 
showing the business transacted by the 
G rand Jury, aB follows: 
Communications received and deter­ 
m ined, 9, filed 12. Charges presented 
Against private individuals, 57; against 
town trustees, 1; against ex-city officers, 
4 ; 
against 
ex-county officers,* 116 
Total, 178. True bills found: Against 
private individuals, 38; against ex-city 
officers, 2; against ex-county officers, 56. 
Total, 71. Charges dismissed: Against 
private individuals, 38; against ex-city 
officers, 2. Total, 40. 
Presentm ents: 
Against private individuals, 4. Referred 
to District A ttorney: Against private in­ 
dividuals, 2; against town trustee, 
1; 
against ex-county officers, 60. Total, 63. 
Humber of witnesses exam ined, 374. 
The amount of defalcation from the 
county treasury is $863 71; 
of 
fees 
erroneously retained, $1,350.35; of settle­ 
m ents delayed from the county treasury, 
$1,445.85, and city treasury, $854.50. 
Duplicate warrants 
were 
issued for 
$34.50. There was covered back into the 
county treasury, $2,185.88, and in the 
city treasury $797.30, a total of $2,9S3.18. 
The total shortage w as; county treasury, 
$11,468 41; city treasury, $864 50, a total 
of $12,322.91. Tne total shortage not 
refunded w as: county treasury,$9.282.53; 
city treasury, $57.20, a total of $9,339.73. 
Next follows a tabulated statement 
showing the number of days service, 
expense, etc., etc., of the Grand Jury in 
1888 and 1889. 
The Grand Jury in 1888 was im­ 
paneled in March 26, there being six­ 
teen members. 
They 
adjourned on 
June 7. They rendered forty-four days’ 
service. The per diem of city Grand 
Jurors was $443.20. The per diem and 
mileage of county Grand Jurors was 
$973.45. 
The cost of expert accountant 
was $1,335. Total cost, $2,751.65. 
The Grand Jury in 1889 was im ­ 
paneled April 29, there being nineteen 
members. 
They have rendered 100 
days’ service. The per diem of city 
Grand Jurors was $1,370. The per diem 
and mileage of county Grand Jurors was 
$2,719.80. The cost of expert accountant 
was $1,345. Total cost, $5,434.80. 
To these tables there is a note calling 
attention to the fact that the Grand Jury 
has expended for per diem and mileage 
of Grand Jurors and expert accountants’ 
fees $5,434.80, but has caused 
be re­ 
funded to the County and City Treasurer 
$2,983.18, making a net cost to the county 
of $2,451.02. 
DEFALCATIONS. 
An investigation of the dem ands upon 
the treasury which have been fraudu­ 
lently made by certain county officers, 
and by means of which the public money 
has been feloniouely obtained, has occu­ 
pied the time and earnest attention of 
the Grand Jury during a greater portion 
of its session, and in a large measure has 
rendered necessary its continued exist­ 
ence through the year ju9t passing away. 
In June, when its first recess was taken, 
and when, following precedent, its labors 
should have been ended, it had been 
positively ascertained that numerous and 
long-continued frauds had been perpe­ 
trated ; but, although it was well estab­ 
lished that the larger portion of them 
had been carried out in the office of the 
County Auditor, and had been apparently 
conceived therein, the criminality of the 
individual or individuals suspected, had 
not been so clearly established. 
An 
adjournm ent 
sine die at this time 
would have been an adm itted failure 
to solve the latter problem, the criminals 
would have be?n hardened and em ­ 
boldened by the apparently successful 
concealment of their villany, and it was 
possible and probable that a special 
Grand Jury might be convened to make 
additional and more critical investiga­ 
tion. It was determined, therefore, to 
continue in existence; and in order that 
the ex Dense might be reduced to a mini­ 
m um a recess was taken. The result has 
proved the wisdom of this course. 
Si­ 
lence and the terror with which the un­ 
known appeals to the guilty brought to 
light additional frauds which would not 
otherwise have been discovered. 
It might be asserted that the perpetra­ 
tion of these frauds indicate carelessness 
generally in the adm inistration of county 
affairs, but the Grand Jury is unable to 
see clearly in w hat manner the most 
vigilant caution on the part of the county 
officers other than the Auditor could have 
prevented the alleged fraudulent returns 
or could have prevented the paym ent of 
school warrants, about which, at the 
present time, there are no checks or 
safeguards whatever. 
la order that similar frauds may be 
more effectually prevented in the fu­ 
ture, and in order that demands on 
th e treasury for the per diem of jurors 
m ay not be duplicated, the G rand Jury 
would recom m end: 
One. That the County Clerk be al­ 
lowed by the Board of Supervisors an 
additional deputy, who shall be present 
in the office of the County Clerk during 
Business hours, and whose dutv it shall 
4)6 to receive from each court clerk each 
day a statem ent of the services performed 
by jurors in his court, to make out all 
dem ands for such services and swear all 
jurors entitled to pay and making such 
demands. 
Two. That the jury book shall be kept 
in ink. 
Three. That the Board of Supervisors 
do not hereafter approve jury lists, but 
th at the payments of all jurors’ fees be 
paid upon personal sworn demands. 
In order th at there may be checks 
placed upon the paym ent of moneys 
from the school fand, the Grand Jnry 
would recom m end: 
First. That the 
County 
Auditor, 
County Treasurer and County Superin' 
tendent of Schools keep a separate and 
distinct account with each school district 
in the coanty, and that said accounts be 
farther separated so that each school dis­ 
trict shall have three accounts, to be 
known as “ 
School District General 
F an d ,” 11------ School District Library 
F u n d ,” 
and 
“ ------ School 
District 
Special F u n d ;” and that the County 
Auditor, County Treasurer and Countv 
Superintendent be each allowed an addi­ 
tional deputy for said purposes. 
Second. 
That the Coanty Auditor 
draw a separate warrant for each de 


mand made upon the school fund, and 
that in future the past custom of aggre­ 
gating several dem ands iu one w arrant 
nnder the head of ‘‘Sundry School Dis­ 
tricts” for “ sundries” be observed only 
by its breach. Iu this connection and 
because it will prove an additional safe­ 
guard against fraud, the Grand Jury 
desires 
to express 
its 
approval of 
the 
system 
of 
paym ents 
upon 
"dem ands 
upon 
the 
treasury,” as 
detailed in the charter of the City 
of Los Angeles recently adopted and now 
in force in the city. It would recom­ 
mend to the Board of Supervisors the 
adoption of a similar system if it can 
legally be done; and if not, the attention 
of our representatives to the Lesislature 
should ba called thereto by the Board of 
Supervisors at the proper time, accom­ 
panied by a recommendation that a 
statute perm itting a change be enacted. 
COUNTY OFFICERS—SHERIFF. 
Complaints against the Sheriff have 
been presented to the Grand Jnry stating : 
First. That the food furnished the 
prisoners 
was 
insufficient, 
both in 
quality and quantity. 
Upon investiga­ 
tion 
it 
was 
found 
that 
there 
were reasonable grounds for complaint, 
because in the opinion of trie Grand 
Jury the per diem allowed the Sheriff 
by the Board of Supervisors is amply re­ 
munerative. By increasing the per diem 
prime cost of food to each prisoner, and 
by giving to the management of the jail 
a greater personal attention, the subject 
m atter of the complaint can be easily 
remedied. 
Second. That there was an insufficient 
quantity of hot water supplied to the 
prisoners for bathing and clothes-wash- 
ing. 
In this m atter the Sheriff was not 
in fault. 
The lack of "pressure” in the 
water mains serving the jail renders it 
impossible, except at certain hours of 
the day, to supply the cells, and more 
especially the upper tiers, with water 
either hot or cold in proper qnantities. 
The attention of the Board of Super­ 
visors is called to the existing condition 
of the water supply, with the recom­ 
mendation that a suitable tank or tanks 
be constructed and placed either on the 
roof of the jail or at the proper elevation 
in the jail-yard, in order that an ample 
supply of water may be furnished for 
sanitary and hygienic porposes. 
In all other respects the Sheriff’s office 
is well and ably conducted; all settle­ 
ments are promptly made 
with the 
County Treasurer; the books are plainly 
and correctly kept, and with the single 
exception noted above the Sheriff and 
his officers m erit commendation. 
COUNTY CLERK, 
In the office of the County Clerk all 
fees collected have been duly accounted 
for and promptly paid into the county 
treasury; the books are well and hand­ 
somely kept and the business of the 
office is satisfactorily condacted. 
COUNTY AUDITOR. 
The adm inistration of the office of the 
County Auditor has been improved in 
many essential details under the present 
incumbent, and the proper checks are 
now being used in the delivery of war­ 
rants. The Grand Jury, however, de­ 
sires to call the attention of the Auditor 
to the fact th at it is his duty to exercise 
a vigilant censorship over all depart 
ments of the county service which have 
settlem ents to make with the County 
Treasurer, and to see that such settle­ 
ments are made promptly, as required by 
law. In one case this duty has been 
neglected. 
COUNTY RECORDER. 
In the County Recorder’s office all 
fees collected have been properly and 
promptly paid into the county treasury 
both by the present incumbent and his 
im mediate predecessor. The books oí 
record and indices thereto are hand­ 
somely and intelligently prepared, and 
the Grand Jury is well assured, after an 
investigation more thorough thaa ordi­ 
narily made, that any assertion to the 
contrary is a hypercriticism. 
COUNTY TREASURY. 
The books and vouchers of the County 
Treasurer have been examined and ilxe 
balances in the several funds have been 
compared with those of the Auditor and 
have been found to be correct. The 
Treasurer gives to the duties of the office 
his entire personal attention and de­ 
serves commendation for the thoroughly 
conscientious manner in which he serves 
the people. 
COUNTY TAX COLLECTOR. 
The accounts of the present Tax Col­ 
lector and his immediate predecessor 
have been exam ined, and all moneys 
collected have been paid into the connty 
treasury as required by law. 
COUNTY ASSESSOR. 
All taxes on personal property and 
poll taxes received by the County As­ 
sessor have been accounted for and prop­ 
erly paid over to the county treasury. 
PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR. 
The present incumbent of this office 
has inaugurated a new system of book­ 
keeping which commends itself almost 
at the first glance as being greatly prefer­ 
able to the past m ethod,and he is entitled 
to especial mention for the intelligent 
and able m anner in which his duties 
have been and are performed. Charges 
were made to the Grand Jury that ex­ 
Public Administrator Book had not prop­ 
erly closed up and settled estates nnder 
his care. 
These charges were thor- 
jhlv investigated, and as a result the 
Grand Jury is pleased to state that the 
charge íb without any foundation in fact, 
And that Mr. Book conducted the affairs 
of his adm inistration uprightly, consci­ 
entiously and with credit to himself, 
both as a mao and a public officer. 
CORONER. 
All dem ands on the Treasurer by the 
Coroner for fees have been compared and 
found correct, and the duties appertain­ 
ing to the office have been faithfully per­ 
formed. 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
An examination of the affairs of this 
office shows th at they are satisfactorily 
find correctly condacted. 
TOWNSHIP JUSTICES. 
The usual formal examination by an 
expert accountant of the books of the 
various Coanty Justices of the Peace has 
been made and no irregularities have 
been reported. Charges were presented 
to the Grand Jury, however, accusing 
Justice Tabor, of Downey township, re­ 
siding and holding court at Norwalk, o f: 
One. Collecting illegal fees. 
Two. H abitual intoxication. 
Three. General incompetency. • 
These charges were carefully investí' 
gated, and, in the opinion of the Grand 
Jury, are true. The attention of the 
Board of Supervisors is called thereto, 
with a recommendation that the board 
take the necessary legal steps to remove 
the officer from his position. It would 
be well (and the suggestion is made to 
the Grand Jurv of 1890) that a more 
minute and critical investigation be given 
to the various Justices of the Peace than 
has heretofore been the practice. 
CONST ABLRS. 
The statute recently enacted and now 
enforced relating to the fees allowed 
Constables in criminal cases has worked 
well in one respect. It has protected the 
county treasury from the large and ex 
ceesive demanda heretofore made upon 


it, and against which the law had previ­ 
ously provided no limit. In other re­ 
spects, notably in the city of Los Ange­ 
les, it has had the practical effect of di­ 
recting the efforts of the Constabulary to 
the pocket of the individual instead. 
It 
has been charged that the city Constabu­ 
lary constitute 
themselves collective 
agents, and make use of their official 
position to enforce the collection of small 
debts, principally from women and poor 
men, by intimidation and without due 
process of law. From the evidence pre­ 
sented, the Grand Jury believes that this 
charge is true. It has been charged that 
two Deputy Constables. Johnson and 
Taney, eerved a warnin', for arrest for ob­ 
taining money under false pretensea upon 
an escaping debtor, arresting the msu, 
collected the money due, augm ented by 
a large illegal fee, returned the warrant 
uneerved and pocketed the entire fee. 
This charge is true, and the Grand Jury 
presents it to Justice S*vage, who issued 
the warrant, and against whom the con­ 
tem pt has been committed. The sug­ 
gestion relative to Justices of the Peace, 
made above to the Grand Jury of 1890, 
applies with equal, if not greater force to 
the Constabulary of the county. 
CITY OFFICERS—CITY CLERK. 
The books and accounts of the City 
Clerk have been exam ined and have 
been found correct, and all moneys col­ 
lected have been accounted for and paid 
iv o the city t eaen y, and the conduct 
of the office is excellent in every respect. 
To say that auofficer has fully performed 
his duty is all that ordinarily should be 
said. 
In doing this he has proved him ­ 
self worthy of the trust repieed in him 
by the public, and he can receive no 
higher commendation. It has happened, 
however, tnat during a recent absence 
in the East of the City Clerk on sick 
leave, a clerk in his office was guilty of a 
petty peculation am ounting to $24. Upon 
the City Clerk’s return the defalcation 
was at once discovered. The Clerk dis­ 
charged and double the am ount, as af­ 
terward ascertained by an expert ac­ 
countant and above given, was promptly 
paid into the city treasury. 
For this 
reaeon the Grand Jury feels justified in 
saying more and in stating that the pres­ 
ent City Clerk is to be especially com­ 
mended as a faithful, efficient and con­ 
scientious servant of the public. 
CiTY TAX COLLECTOR. 
The books of the present City Tax Col­ 
lector and his predecessor have been ex­ 
amined and found correct. All moneys 
collected have been accounted for ami 
paid into the city treasury, as required 
by law. 
CITY ASSESSOR. 
All taxes on personal property collected 
have been accounted for and paid into 
the city treasury. 
CITY AUDITOR. 
The books and accounts of the City 
Auditor have been examined and found 
correct, and the affairs of the office are 
satisfactorily conducted, except as here­ 
inafter stated. 
Under the new charter 
of Los Angeles city, the Auditor’s office 
has been made a highly im portant one, 
and ehould be filled by a man of wide 
and m ature judgm ent, of great business 
sagacity and possessing largely the dis­ 
passionate judicial mind. 
He," too, like 
the Coanty Auditor, ehould be especially 
zealous in the supervision of all officers 
who have settlem ents to make with the 
City Treasurer. In one case the present 
Auditor has approved the salary de­ 
mands for June, July, August, Saptem- 
ber, October and November, ot an officer 
of the city, whose duty it is to make 
monthly settlem ents with 
the 
City 
Treasurer, and who made no settlements 
from May until the latter part of Novem­ 
ber. It is the opinion of the Grand Jury 
this was a gross neglect of duty. 
CITY JUSTICES, 
The books of the several Justices for 
the city of Los Angeles have been exam ­ 
ined and have been found correct. In 
the cases of Justices Austin, Stanton 
and Okvens, all moneys and fines col­ 
lected have been accounted for, and set­ 
tlem ents have been properly made with 
the City Treasurer, Judee Austin, who 
has worthily filled bis office for several 
term s, and has collected during the past 
year over $12,000, and who additionally 
has settlem ents to make with the County 
Treasurer, presents a most excellent 
record. 
His 
settlem ents 
with each 
Treasurer are promptly aud completely 
made, and the money deposited with 
him as cash bail is kept intact, as special 
deposits ehould be kept. Justice Lock­ 
wood, however, does not present eo 
clear a record. 
H e is dilatory in his set­ 
tlements, having failed to ‘ make any 
returns or pay into the city or county 
treasury any moneys from May until in 
November of the present year. 
GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Certain m atters have been presented 
to the Grand Jury by individuals which, 
strictly speaking, are not within the 
scope of inquiry of Gr<»nd Juries. 
All 
persons, however, who have come before 
it have been accorded a courteous and 
patient hearing, and as in some instances 
the matters presented related to the pub­ 
lic service it has been thought proper to 
present certain recommendations simply 
as conclusions reached by nineteen citi­ 
zens and taxpayers of this county. 
^irat. In the matter of railroad cross­ 
ings i n I he public roads, a recommenda­ 
tion is presented to the Board of super­ 
visors that an ordinance be passed re­ 
quiring all railroad companies to estab­ 
lish aud maintain proper signs, warning 
the general public of danger, and the 
attention of citizens generally is called 
thereto with the recommendation that 
they report to the Board of Supervisors 
all failure on the part of railways to com­ 
ply with the ordinance, and a recom­ 
mendation to the City Council that an or­ 
dinance be passed requiring steam rail­ 
way companies to employ watchmen for 
all the more im portant street crossings. 
Second. 
In the m atter of the occupa­ 
tion of Aurora street by the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company, a statem ent 
that this 
occupation appears 
to be 
without permission from the city, or 
warrant of law, and is undoubtedly a 
nuisance to the general public and an 
obstruction, with a recommendation that 
the City Council take prompt legal Bteps 
to have the nuisance abated and the ob­ 
structing rails removed. 
Third. In the m atter of street railway 
franchises, no longer used, a recom­ 
mendation that the City Council take 
prompt legal steps to have said fran­ 
chises declared forfeited by the court, 
and to have the obstructions caused by 
rails and road beds removed. 
The at­ 
tention of the City Council is also called 
to the condition of the railway tracks on 
Sonora, New High, Marchessault, Buena 
Vista and Second streets, and the Btreets 
covered by the electric railway, with a 
recommendation that prompt action be 
taken to have the requirements of the 
several franchises literally followed out, 
and to have the road-beds and rails 
placed in such a condition that they will 
not interfere with the convenience of the 
public. 
Fourth. In the m atter of games ot 
chance aud banking games, such as faro, 
fan-tan, etc., which are prohibited and 
made a misdemeanor by statute, a rec­ 
omm endation that our Representatives 
in the Legislature be requested to en­ 
deavor to procure the passage of an 


am endment to 
the statute, provided 
therein that only the dealers of said 
banking games or gam es of chance be 
punished by fines and imprisonment. 
Fifth. 
In 
the m atter of men and 
minors shaking dice at and around cigar 
stands publicly and privately, a recom­ 
mendation that the Police Commission 
of the city take official notice thereof and 
endeavor to have the evil abated. 
PUBLIC MORALS. 
In accordance with what appears to be 
a time-honored custom, the first fort­ 
night’s service of the session was princi­ 
pally occapied in the consideration and 
dismissal of malicious prosecution. In 
some cases charge) were formally and 
personally presented ; in others this was 
done anonymously, and in others sta’e- 
ments were made publicly by individ­ 
uals, or published us street rumors in 
the newspapers. 
All were carefully con­ 
sidered. 
As will be seen by reference to 
table No. 1 of this report, out of fifty- 
seven cases presented, thirty-eight were 
of the nature described above. 
The prosent Grand Jury established at 
an early date a certain rule for its own 
goverment in all such cases, and al­ 
though not obligatory, it would recom­ 
mend to its successors that the rule be 
followed; that is, “ To always hear both 
sides 
where 
the 
presentm ent 
is, 
made 
by 
an 
individual 
or 
by 
street rum or.” In most instances the 
grievance was individual, and th e warp- 
inga of anger, to some slight extent, ex­ 
cused the accuser. In one case, how­ 
ever. it appeared to be pure “ cussed­ 
ness” and demngogery, for the charge 
was entirely without personal motive. 
At a public speuking in East Los Angeles 
a certain speaker states substantially 
that members of the City Council hail 
been bought arid paid for, and that lie 
knew all the facts. 
W hen confronted 
with hi? statem ent and asked for the 
facts, he declined to answer on the 
ground that the case was barred by the 
Btatute of limitations. 
W hen forced to 
answer, he knew 
nothing of his own 
knowledge, but stated that a man in San 
Jose, whose name had slipped his mem ­ 
ory, had told him that a certain con­ 
tractor had said that he had been com­ 
pelled to buy certaiu m em bers of the 
Council 
to 
obtain 
contracts. 
The 
contractor 
was confronted 
with this 
evidence 
and asked 
for 
an ex­ 
planation. 
He gave it briefly 
and 
emphatically, “ The orator lied.” " This 
story, 
without 
namee, 
lias 
been 
given because it is only one of many of 
Bimilar purport against Councilman both 
present and past, and because it is 
against public policy as well as morality, 
and is not “ strictly 
business” that 
Council men should be 
bought. 
The 
Grand Jury has carefully and thoroughly 
investigated all such charges, aud except 
in the single instance of the ex-Council­ 
man against whom true bills have been 
found, the explanation of the contractor 
is tho affirmation of the G rand Jury. 
In the m atter of public moralsí how ­ 
ever, the Grand Jury views with con­ 
cern and the deepest regret the existing 
condition of affairs. Its attention has 
been called to a number of cases wherein 
the charges presented involved crimes 
which are, or should bs most repugnant 
to the minds of honest men. 
Some of 
them , as in the iustance of the “ Ramsey 
Rape 
Case,” were 
m atters 
of 
public notoriety before 
being 
pre­ 
sented ; 
others, 
being 
equally 
heinous, 
but 
surrouuded 
with 
even more uncertainty of identification 
of the criminal are unknown to the geu- 
eral public, and it is the judgm ent of the 
Grand Jury that although indictm ents 
have not been presented m every case for 
reasons hereafter given, public attention 
should in a general m anner be directed 
thereto. It has been charged th at Dis­ 
trict Messenger boys carry messages to 
and from houses of prostitution, heuses 
of assignation and other places equally 
vile and corrupting to the young. It has 
been charged that in a certain class of 
saloons 
icensed 
to do business in 
the 
city, 
young 
m en 
are 
de­ 
bauched 
and 
women 
are 
de­ 
filed. 
O ther charges equally revolt­ 
ing have been presented, and that all 
these things are true has been clearly 
dem onstrated, but some of the acts com­ 
plained of are in the eyes of the law only 
misdemeanors and cannot be considered 
except in a general way by Grand Juries. 
Ia other cases, although the charge has 
been provea, it hue not been satisfactorily 
shown which one of the set of criminals 
committed the specific act which the 
law has determined to be of sufficent 
magnitude to be classed as a felony and 
for which a punishm ent has been pro­ 
vided. 
To steal a purse a n d to kill in hot 
blood a re violations of th e m oral and 
civil law for w hich trial ju ries, as a gen ­ 
eral ru le, have n o sy m p ath y , b u t th e 
debauchery of th e youDg an d innocent, 
th e defilem ent of w om en, th e vicious and 
venal “ sloggiug” of th e prize fighter, and 
all th e pandering to those b ru tal instincts 
w hich lie d o rm an t in an d are in h ere n t to 
th e sons of A dam , are ap p aren tly so su r­ 
rounded by technical a n d legal safe­ 
guards against conviction, an d appeal so 
stroDgly to th a t m au d lin sen tim en tality 
w hich w ill do no w rong itself b u t will 
Buffer it to be done, th a t it becom es a 
serious question w hether th e D raconian 
Gode, w hich knew n o g rad e in crim e, 
an d in w hich th e lig h test a n d th e h eav i­ 
est 
p unishm ent 
was d e a th , w as not 
builded w isely and well. 
Tne attention of the D istrict Attorney 
is called to the violation of the statute 
relating to District Messenger boys; 
and that of the Police Commission of the 
city of Los Angeles to th e fact th at there 
are certain saloons transacting business 
with its permission where immorality 
and vice are prevalent. 
The attention 
of Hon. J . W. McKinley, of Departm ent 
No. 6 of the Buperior Court, is called to 
Ah Mow and Charley Ah H im , two 
Chinamen who, with the assistance of 
their attorney, R. A. Ling, Esq., im ­ 
posed upon bis court by presenting 
“ straw bondsmen” and who have ap­ 
parently committed a gross contempt. 
In concluding this report, the Grand 
Jury desires to express its appreciation 
of the uniform courtesy shown it by the 
District Attorney and bis assistants. 
Its 
dem ands upon his time have been most 
exigent, as can be readily seen from the 
tabulated statem ent of 
the business 
transacted. 
He has given to the busi­ 
ness of the Grand Jury his courteous, 
unrem itting personal attention, and to 
him in a very great degree should be 
awarded the credit of whatever of good 
has been accomplished.

Elsewhere in the H erald today may 
he found a complete report of the doings 
of the late Grand Jury as presented in 
Judge Cheney’s court yesterday. This 
body has been in session nearly nine 
months. 
It is unnecessary to go over 
the m atter summarized in the report, for 
that reflects fully the acts of the Grand 
Jury. 
Yesterday before presenting their 
final report and being ditcharged, five 
new indictm ents were filed in open court. 
The Court set the bail in these and oi- 
dered bench w arrants to issue for the ar­ 
rest of those charged with felonies. 
It 
an easy m atter to conjecture the 
nature of three of these five indictments. 
Som etim e ago Judge Cheney ordered 
corrections to be made in three indict­ 
ments pending against A. A. Montnfio, B. 
Chandler and H. H.^Boyce. o f the five 
new 
indictm ents, 
three 
were 
for 
the purpose of covoring th e defects in 
these cases. 
The setting of bail was a 
mere formality, as the old bail is to be 
exacted as before the old indictm ents 
are dismissed, when the new ones will 
take their place. 
A nominal bail was 
fixed in these old cases. 
It is very probable, indeed ii is certain 
enough to state it as a fact, that the 
fourth indictm ent ia 
against George 
Hazard, the fakir book agent who did up 
so many people here, and who could not 
be brought back from Seattle 
some 
months ago because of the very queer 
way the officials of Washington Territory 
adm inistered what they call 
justice. 
Another attem pt will he made to get the 
slick book agent within the jurisdiction 
of Los Angeles county. 
The fifth indictm ent is moro or less of 
a mystery. There have been all sorts of 
rumors afloat about another blackmail­ 
ing scheme, this one in connection with 
the doings of Dude W illiams, of unhappy 
memory. The dudo was a very imposing 
personage, and “ played” society wher­ 
ever he could. 
Unfortunately, he was 
injudiciously and falsely vouched for 
here by persons who ought to have 
known better. This gave him the entire 
into some of the best families ia town. 
W ith some he became quite intim ate, 
one iu particular and one of the oldest 
and most distinguished of local families. 
Here he made the acquaintance of two 
or three of 
the “ daughters of the 
house,” 
charm ing 
young ladies in 
evory respect. 
Now ‘when tho dude 
was oxposed and his record revealed the 
situation was em barra?siug to some ex­ 
tent where he had bsen received in fam­ 
ilies. The idea is alleged to have seized 
upon tho minds of certain thrifty persons 
connected with the press who thought 
they saw an opportunity to replenish 
exhausted exchequers made em pty by 
the bursting of the boom. 
It is reported 
thafc the father and brother cf the youug 
ladies in question were approached’ with 
a proposition to pay down certain sums 
of money to have a story suppressed in 
which the nam es of W illiams and the 
young society ladies of this angelic 
city wou'd play hide and seek to 
the edification of the slums. 
These 
rumors went further and intim ated that 
$100 coin of the realm was put up for the 
proposition 
and 
promises 
made 
of 
further favors to 
follow. 
Then the 
parties bled so ruthlessly went before the 
Grand Jury and told the story. 
The 
result was that a journalist of this city, 
who already has all the trouble on his 
back he can carry, as the story goes, was 
summoned before the Grand Jury to tell 
what he knew about this affair. 
If the 
street talk goes for anything ho explained 
that he was acting solely in the interests 
of the estimable family in question, 
that 
he 
discovered 
by 
accident 
that a pictorial hebdom edal of the city 
was bent on publishing the story with 
artistic em bellishm ents of the realistic 
sort, and that finding nothing but coin 
could prevent this being done, he had 
gone to the father and brother of the 
ycung ladies and got the money to pre­ 
vent the scandal. 
Now that is all street yarns, and may 
not be worth much, but it is certain, or 
nearly so, th at an indictm ent has been 
found for the arrest of the editor of 
the 
pictorial 
hebd m edal.

itor 
has 
been 
absent 
from 
this 
city for 
some tim e, and th at 
but 
little more will be known until the 
Sheriff shall have succeeded in bringing 
back the editorial artist in question.

has not yet been heard from in the 
premises, and there is no one here to 
speak for him . Ho may decline to know 
anything of this matter.

Particulars of the Cave-in 
at Angel Camp. 


8EVERAL RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


Sad Drowning; 0/ Sailors on C hrist­ 
mas Enjoym ent Bent—Mishaps 
Afloat and Ashore. 


[Associated Presa Dispatches to the H ebald.I 
San Andrka8, Oal., December 24.—A 
correspondent who went to the scene of 
the mining disaster at Angel Camp has 
just returned here, and reports the fol­ 
lowing facts: The accident occurred in 
the Utica mine, the main shaft of which 
is 400 feet deep. It caved in from the 
300 foot level to the 400-foot level, car­ 
rying all the stones, timber and earth 
in its way. Nineteen miners were at 
work in the 400-foot level. Withont a 
moment’s warning the mass of timbers 
and rock snddeniy fell, crashing the 
minerB b9low. Three men who were 
working near the mouth of the drift had 
warning and escaped, though one was 
struck by a falling rock and severely cat 
on the head. The remaining miners, 
sixteen in number, were pinioned by the 
falling mass of debris and coaid not 
escape. 
Immediately word was sent to the top 
that the cave had occurred, and men 
were sent down the shaft to render all 
the assistance possible. When these 
reached the ecene of disaster it was 
found that there was no possible hope of 
rescuing the men, as they were probably 
crushed to death. It was but a few mo­ 
ments until the news of the accident was 
sent over town, and the friends and rela­ 
tives of the unfortunate men gathered at 
the month of the shaft, eager to hear 
any news from those below.

T ID E ANO ILD O jt. 
Three Men and a. Hoy Drowned at 
iflare Island. 
V a l lejo, Cal., December 24.— A boat 
containing eight sailors from the United 
States Fish Commission steamer Alba­ 
tross and a crippled uewsboy, loft the 
Albatross at Mare Inland Navy Yard, 
last night, and started for Vallejo Th.- 
night was dark and the tide was running 
strong, and the boat was upset when 
near the United States steamer Thetis. 
A boat was lowered from the Tbetis and 
five men were rescued. John Enright, 
a sailor who was on the Trenton at 
Samoa, Robert Padgett, a machinist, W. 
W. Lse, colored, and the newsboy were 
drowned. 
None of the bodies have 
been recovered. 
Enright was a magnificent swimmer, 
and held the Government medals for 
heroism in saviDg a number of persons 
from drowning. 
Lawrence O’Donnell 
tore all his clothing oil' and was picked 
up naked, but alive. • Yeoman Perkins 
saved himself by clinging to the boat. 
All were off on a leave of absence over 
Christmas, and left the ship in a merry 
mood. 
A DROWNING AT SANTA BARBARA.

H isto ry of th e E u rop ean E pidem ic 
E x te n t o f Its R a v a g es. 
W ashington, December 24.—George 
W. Wurfcs, Charge d’Affaires at ¡the 
United States legation at St. Petersburg, 
has sent the State Department an ac­ 
count of the prevalence of la grippe. 
About the middle of November public 
attention was called to a large number of 
persona falling ill with much the same 
symptoms as fever—severe pains in the 
head, back and limbs. For lack of a 
better name he states the malady has 
been called influenza, but it shows signs 
of a typi.old character, though not of a 
malignant nature, and up to the date of 
writing, December 5th, no fatal case had 
been reported. 
The illnees in most 
cases is very light and lasts but a few 
days, seldom longerthan two weeks. It 
leaves, however, all persons who have 
been touched by it in great debility 
and 
great 
depression 
of spiritB. 
In fact the after-effects are rather more 
unpleasant than the complaint itself. 
The cause of the epidemic has not been 
satisfactorily explained. Moat persons 
ascribe it to the warm weather of the 
past month, but that would not account 
for its appearance in Siberia, where it 
burst out in several places; the weather 
there having been as cold as usual this 
season. Now that winter seems to have 
fairly set in here it is expected that the 
malady will disappear, but meanwhile 
nearly everyone is affected. There is no 
exaggeration in printing the number of 
sick at fully two-thirds of the population 
of St. Petersburg; certainly not a house 
has escaped its visitation. The Emperor 
was very ill with it several days, and 
ecarcely a member of the Imperial fam­ 
ily have been free from it. More than 
40,000 cases has been medically authen­ 
ticated, but these represent a small por­ 
tion of the sufferers. 
THE DISEA8E AT VIENNA. 
V ienna, December 24.—A frequent se- 
quai to the cnees of influenza here is an 
attack of inflamation of the lungs. A 
number of persons in the hospital who 
have been suffering from influenza have 
been stricken with inflamation of the 
junga, and several of them have died. 
The influenza made its appearance in the 
Jesuit school at Kalksburg, the pupils of 
which are the children of the conserva­ 
tive aristocracy. Sixty-eight schools have 
been attacked. 
ITS RAVAGES AT BRUSSELS. 
B ru ssels, December 24.—Inflienza is 
rapidly spreading here. Thirty per cent, 
of the school children are suffering. The 
echoole have been closed. The disease 
has spread to all the Government offices; 
many of the official are prostrated. 
HISTORY OF INFLUENZA. 
[The epidemic affection commonly 
known in different countries as influenza, 
and by French writers as la grippe, is 
characterized chiefly by bronchial in­ 
flammation, and is treated in most 
works of reference under the head of 
bronchitis. Appleton’s American Cy­ 
clopedia says of it in relation to the 
subject of bronchitis: “Its occurence 
from time to time has been noted by 
medical writers for several centuries. It 
is an epidemic remarkable for its exten­ 
sive and rapid diffusion, sometimes ex­ 
tending witbin a brief period over 
many different and widely separated 
countries. Influenza differs from or­ 
dinary 
acute 
bronchitis 
in 
the 
frequent extension of the inflammation 
to the frontal and maxillary sinuses, the 
lachrymal ducts and cor junction, and the 
Eustachian tube; but more especially it 
differs in a greater amount of constitu­ 
tional disturbance. It is, in fact, to be 
regarded as a general or constitutional 
disease, of which the bronchitis is the 
local manifestation. Like all epidemic 
diseases, this has doubtless a special 
cauee, and tnis cause undoubtedly is in 
the atmosphere. The special cause, how­ 
ever, is independent of appreciable at­ 
mospheric changes. Of the nature, 
source and mode of diffusion of the 
causo we have no positive knowledge; 
but we are equally ignorant 
of 
the especial causes of many, and indeed 
of most epidemic diseases. That these 
diseases depend on organic entities is a 
Bupposilion which at the present time 
many regard with favor; but this re­ 
mains to be proved or disapproved by 
further researches. During some epi­ 
demics of influenza, a vast number of 
persons are simultaneously affected. 
Generally the affection is m ild; but it 
occasions some fatality among the aged 
and feeble. The fatality, however, íb in 
general due to complications which 
occur, and of theBe capilllary bronchitis 
aud pneumonia are especially apt to 
cause death.”— Ed].*

B a y c ity C liani ber o f C om m erce. 
San Fbancxsco, December 24.—A spe­ 
cial meeting of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce was held this afternoon. Resolu­ 
tions were adopted lamenting the death 
of Captain John H. Freeman and Fred­ 
erick R. Catton, in the hold of the Brit­ 
ish ship Durham last Fiiday. 
The de­ 
ceased were members of the Chamber. 
Memorials to Congress were presented 
urging immediate appropriations for the 
systematic improvement of the Sacra­ 
mento river and the consolidation of the 
United 8tates revenue marine with the 
United States navy. 
In another memorial the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is asked to con­ 
sider what the Chamber of Commerce 
thinks is unlawful discrimination and the 
violation of the long and short haul sec­ 
tion in the railroad law. It is set forth 
that tea can be shipped from Japan or 
China to any transcontinental point by 
steamer and rail for 1% cents per pound, 
while it costs 3 cents per pound to ship 
tea from San Francisco to eastern points. 
As a consequence, while this port should 
be the distributing point of Japan and 
China products, the railroads’ charges 
make it otherwise. 
The Chamber also decided to call the 
subject of an Alaskan survey to the at­ 
tention of Congress, and to point out the 
fact that in many localities where the 
salmon business íb carried on in Alaska 
no surveys have ever been made.

There is no reason why

Whatever inconvenience we 
may suffer from these last is at best bat 
temporary, and it will be recompensed 
to us a hundred fold in the coming 
months. From every quarter we are ad­ 
vised of the disappearance of the red 
and white scale, cropB though late are 
bound to be abundant, and the rank 
growth of the alfilerilla alone, which 
mantles on mesa and valley, is of itself 
wealth. Meanwhile, all our springs and 
reservoirs are full to bursting, and we 
shall feel the good effects of the unpre­ 
cedented rainfall for years to come. 
Then a merry Christmas to all, and may 
every vigorous Angele ño fall to on his 
turkey and plum pudding, and may di­ 
gestion wait on appetite and health on 
both. 


Tke Storm and Storms. 
The storm of yesterday has been by 
long odds the most violent of an unpre­ 
cedented season. For the twenty-four 
hours ending at 5 p. m. the rainfall waB 
1.10 inches, making the total for the 
season 21.49 inches. At times yesterday 
evening the rainfall was almost a cloud­ 
burst, the downpour flooding the streets 
and converting many of them into rivers. 
Telephonic messages were sent in from 
the corner of Hope and Sixth streets ask­ 
ing for rescuing parties, so great was the 
fear of a disastrous flood. As a matter of 
fact, on portions of Hope street the water 
was quite three feet deep, and an even 
greater depth was attained on Alameda 
street. Early in the night information 
came into the city that a bridge had given 
way over the Arroyo Seco under a con­ 
struction train. The engine fell through, 
but, fortunately, the engineer and fire­ 
man escaped. All the cable cars were 
compelled to stop running at an early 
hour. The Temple street line encoun­ 
tered fonr feet of water on Beaudry street, 
and incontinently suspended the effort to 
keep a-going. At the Saventh-street en­ 
gine hpijse the water rose at least a loot 
ñn the eDgine. Last, bu.t not least, the 
press-room of the H erald office was 
flooded. 
The writer has only once before in bis 
life seen such a tremendous downpour 
of rain as visited this city between 6:30 
and 7 p. m. yesterday. That was in 
Pittsburg, in the summer of 1874. On 
that memorable occasion the downpour 
only lasted for some twenty minutes, but 
during that brief space Penn street was 
running to a depth of three feet. Out­ 
side of a thorough drenching the good 
citizens of Pittsburg had no idea that 
anything particular had taken place in 
their immediate neighborhood. 
The 
next morning news came of a fearful 
disaster which had occurred in Alle­ 
gheny, across the river of that name. A 
cloud-burst had broken at Batchers’ 
ran, a sort of funnel-shaped conforma­ 
tion of hills, and the great confluence of 
waters rushed down the gorge with re­ 
sistless fury, tearing up the sewerB and 
storm drains as though they had been 
children's playthings. Four-story brick 
buildings were lifted bodily up by the 
angry waters and jammed on other four- 
story brick buildings, four or five 
blocks lower down. 
Nearly three 
hundred people were killed, together 
with innumerable horses and other ani­ 
mals. Men, women, cows, horaes and 
domestic creatures of ail kinds were 
rammed into the disrupted sewers and 
storm drains, and a scene of indescribable 
rain and violence was disclosed on every 
hand. No one who ever witnessed that 
scene of destruction and havoc will ever 
forget its lightest detail. 
Thus far we have only suffered damage 
and annoyance by the storm, and we 
heartily hope that later intelligence will 
not aggravate the situation. At the rate 
at which Jupiter Pluvias is “ spreading' 
himself this season, we need be sur­ 
prised at no figure of the rainfall. From 
the indications obtainable jast now, 
about four thousand inches might be 
safely assumed as the maximum. 


P e rh a p s one of the most remarkable 
things in the history of the United 8tates 
ia the unwillingness of the Republican 
leaders to recognize the Republic of 
Brazil. Here we have an instance of an 
overwhelming movement of a people in 
favor of Belf-government, and an im 
perial government overturned absolutely 
without a struggle, and yet the United 
States, the premier republic of the world, 
is laggard in holding ont the hand of 
good fellowship. Fancy such hesi'ation 
and indecision in the days when Daniel 
Webster or William L. Marcy held the 
portfolio of Secretary of State. For a 
jingo statesman Mr. Blaine ia the most 
extraordinary individual who haa figured 
in our annals. That Rosaia should halt 


Bethlehem Ephraiata. 
This ancient town, although “ little 
among the thousands of Judah," is one 
of the most interesting localities in tke 
world. The words of Micak have been 
fulfilled in a degree far beyond his own 
expectation, and the Ruler who came 
forth from Bethlehem is held in highest 
honor among all the civilized nations of 
the earth."Christ was born across the sea, 
With a glory in his bosom that transfigures you 
aud mo." 
The origin of the village dates back to 
some unknown age of remote antiquity. 
When the children of Israel first came 
to the Promised Land, this Ganaanitieh 
hamlet was known as Ephrath or Ephra- 
tah, the signification of which is “fruit­ 
ful.” It is probable that the name was 
suggested by the remarkable fertility of 
the surrounding fields. On gaining posses 
sion the tribe of Judah changed the 
designation of the town to Bethlehem, 
the meaning 
of which is: 
“The 
house of bread”—an appellation be­ 
stowed for the same reason as the previ 
ous one. With a slight change in the 
orthography the town is known at the 
present day by the Arabic name of Beit 
Labm, or house of flesh. Glinging to the 
high crest of the hillside, looking toward 
Jerusalem six miles toward the north, 
Bethlehem is surrounded with terraces 
bearing the fig and olive in profusion. 
The elevated site upon which it is lo­ 
cated is about 2,500 feet above the sea 
level, or nearly the same altitude as the 
Mount of Olives, towering above Jerusa­ 
lem. At present tke population is nearly 
4,500, mostly nominal Christians, and 
there are few Moslems in the neigh­ 
borhood. This was the home of Jesse, 
the father of Bavid, and the poet King 
of Israel was probably born there. 
Although there are no springs of run­ 
ning water within or near the town, the 
inhabitants and their domestic animals 
receive a plentiful supply of excellent 
water from cisterns outside the gates, 
some distance down the declivity. In 
all the towns of Palestine public life, 
says Rev. Dr. Edmond Stapfer, is 
centered around the wells. The inhabi­ 
tants meet there every morning and even­ 
ing. Young maidens come with pitchers to 
draw water for each household, and the 
numerous flocks are watered there. 
Beside the wells travelers halt at mid­ 
day to prepare their meals, and also 
encamp near the source of water supply 
at night. 
About twenty-nine centuries ago 
Philistine troops held possession of 
Bethlehem, and posted a guard near the 
principal well. A beautiful story is 
related of David, who was taking refuge 
in the cave of Adullam. “ And David 
longed and 
said, oh, that 
one 
would give me drink of the water of 
the well of Bethlehem, which is by the 
gate.” 
Learning their commander’s 
desire, three valiant soldiers hewed 
their way through the ranks of the 
enemy, drew water from the well, again 
rushed through the hostile lines, and 
presented the refreshing draught to 
David. “Nevertheless he would not 
drink thereof, but poured it out unto the 
Lord. And he said, See it fir from me, 
0 Lord, that I ehould do this. Is not 
this the blood of the men that went in 
jeopardy of their lives?” Few Generals 
have manifested such consideration for 
the lives of their subalterns. 
A century and a half earlier, in the 
history of Boaz and Ruth, from whom 
David was directly descended, in the 
coarse of an exquisite idyl contained in 
the sacred canon, the local customs of 
Bethlehem are portrayed with a mas­ 
terly hand. The simple, yet touching, 
narrative ie of no small importance, in 
view of the fact that after many genera­ 
tions the blessed child who was laid in 
a manger-cradle derived his earthly pedi­ 
gree from the landed proprietor of Beth­ 
lehem and hie devoted wile from the 
land of Moab. 
As is generally understood, the modern 
Bethlehem contains no traces of the old­ 
time inn, the stable, or the manger. 
Only in retrospect can the familiar line 
of Bishop Heber be considered accurate: 
"Low Ilea bis bead wltb tbe beasts of the stall." 
Palestine has again and again been 
trampled under foot by invading hosts, 
and even if the land had always 
enjoyed the blessings of peace, every 
stone belonging to tbe Messiah’s birth­ 
place would long ago have been carried 
away by devoted pilgrims, St. Helena, 
mother of the Emperor Constantine, 
erected the church of 8t. Mary over the 
reputed place of the nativity. Rev. Dr. 
Wm. Thomson has remarked that this 
building is “ perhaps the oldest and most 
valuable specimen of a Christian church 
in the world.” It is embellished with 
marble columns surmounted by Corin­ 
thian capitals, the ceiling being com­ 
posed of cedar wood from the forest of 
Lebanon. Connected with the bnilding 
are Latin, Greek and Armenian con­ 
vents. From the interior of the church 
several stairways descend to the sacred 
grotto of the nativity. A silver star in 
tbe marble floor, surrounded by a Latin 
inscription, indicates the most revered 
spot in the grotto, but the reputed 
manger was carried to Rome centuries 
ago.Pilgrims are also directed to an altar 
erected in commemoration of the Magi, 
who presented their costly gifts and 
adored the infant King. Near'by are the 
tombs of Eusebius and Jerom e; also the 
chapel where the latter prepared his ver­ 
sion of the Scriptures. To Protestant 
visitors the entire scene is usually disap­ 
pointing, notwithstanding the rich adorn­ 
ments of the interior. “ Everything is 
cased in marble, covered with silver and 
gold, surrounded with burning lamps, 
and pervaded with the odor of incense. 
Everything ia overlaid with man’s work.” 
Dr. Thomson, who long served aa a 
1 missionary in the Holy Land, remarks 


that the gospels do not state thVc Jesus 
or His mother ever visited Bethlehem 
after the flight into Egypt. Y et Jesus 
and Mary were often in Jerasalem, only 
six miles away. From these premises 
the missionary deduces the conclusion 
that no importance was attached to the 
birthplace of the Messiah. 
The native Christians residing in Beth­ 
lehem mostly belong to the Greek com­ 
munion, the Latin and Armenian priests 
being employed in -the Bervice of their 
respective convents. Protestant schools 
for boys and girls have been established 
within the town, the instruction being 
imparted by missionary teachers. To 
Western visitors it must indeed be 
an unexpected incident to hear Moody 
and Sankey’a “ Gospel Hymns” sung by 
tbe school children of modern Beit 
Lahm. It is stated that not a single 
Moslem mosque exists within the limits 
of the town. Considering the Moham­ 
medan fanaticism which prevails in Je­ 
rusalem and elsewhere, throughout the 
length and breadth of Palestine, this 
single exception with regard to Bethle­ 
hem (if it still exists), is quite remarka­ 
ble.'Peace on earth and good will to men” 
was the refrain of the angelic song on 
the neighboring plains. It almost eeema 
as if their benediction still rested upon 
the hillside of the nativity. Greek, Ro­ 
man Catholic and American priests per­ 
form their rites with an unusual degre? 
of concord. Protestant missions carry 
on their work withont molestation. No­ 
where does the crescent offensively seek 
to supplant the cross. From Bethle­ 
hem, where Christianity was first em­ 
bodied in the person of Jesus, its reno­ 
vating and nplifting influence has gone 
forth in ever widening circles till the 
song of the angels finds a responsive 
chord in every nation under heaven. 
At 1 o’clock it is still raining steadily, 
with no sign of cessation. Up to this 
hour the damage done is slight, but the 
river is nearly over the bulkheads from 
Buena YTiBta to First street. It hae 
broken through the levee at two or three 
points, and has washed out the ap­ 
proaches to the Kuhrts-street bridge. 
On tke flat across the river, near First 
street, the houses are inundated and the 
families are moving out. The situation 
is grave, the immediate future hinging 
on the heaviness of the downpour in the 
mountains and on the continuance of 
this unprecedented precipitation. Should 
the rain cease we may escape serious 
trouble, and the river may be shrunk to 
a email measure by morning, as it very 
rapidly runs down; but should the storm 
be renewed in a severe degree great dam­ 
age is sure to ensue, and loss of life is 
among the probabilities. Later develop­ 
ments will be found in tbe H er a l d’s 
local news.

W a s h in g t o n , December 24.—Secretary 
Wiudom this hf .ernoon prepared the fol­ 
lowing advertisement, inviting proposals 
for the exclusive right to catch seals in 
Alaska: The Secretary of the Treasury 
will receive sealed proposals until 12 
o’clock noou, the 23d day of January, 
1890, for the exclusive right to take fur 
seals upon the islands of St. Paul and 
St. George, Alaska, for a term of twenty 
years from the 1st day of May, 1890, 
agreeably to the provisions of the stat­ 
utes of the United States. In addition 
to the specific requirements of the stat­ 
utes, the successful bidder will be re­ 
quired to provide a suitable building for 
a public school on each island, and to 
pay the expense of maintaining the 
schools thereon during a period of not 
less than eight months each year, 
as 
may 
be 
required 
by 
the 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury.; 
also 
to pay to the inhabitants of said 
islands for labor performed by them Buck 
juBt and proper compensation as may ba 
provided by the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury. The number of eeals to be taken 
for their skina upon the islands during 
the year ending May 1, 1891, will le 
sixty thousand, and for Ihe succeeding 
years the number will be determined by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in accord­ 
ance with the provisions of the law. Tbe 
right is reserved to reject any and all 
proposals not deemed to De in accordance 
with the best interests of the United 
States and the inhabitants of said 
islands. As guaranteeing good faith, 
each proposal must be accompanied by a 
properly certified check drawn on the 
United States National Bank, payable to 
the order of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury in the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars.

A P rinters’ Strike Threatened at 
P hiladelphia.

Union No. 2, relative to the demand of 
the printers on five morning newspapers 
for an advance from forty to foriy-tive 
cents per thousand in the price of type­ 
setting. He saw some of the local offi­ 
cers, who explained the situation to him. 
The demand the printers made was to 
have gone into effect tonight, but the re­ 
fusal of the employers to grant it, served 
to complicate matters. Moet of the 
men are not satisfied with 
the 
40 cents per thousand rate, and they 
are not inclined to accept the employers’ 
action as final at present. President 
Glazer, of the local union, said this after­ 
noon no trouble would be experienced in 
any of tbe newspaper composing rooms 
tonight. A meeting will probably be 
held in a few days, he said, at which the 
situation will be considered. 
William M. Singerly. of the Record, 
haa granted to his printers an advance 
from 40 to 45 cents per thousand for set­ 
ting minion. This action, however, it 
waB said, was purely voluntary and had 
nothing whatever to do with the demand 
of the Typographical Union, the matter 
being in abeyance.

At the commence­ 
ment of the war Joseph Hickham, now 
a wealthy aud influential farmer in the 
county, bought a negreas maid and took 
her to his farm as a sewing maid. Since 
that time she has never been allowed to 
go beyond tbe bounds of the farm, and 
in her petition she alleged that she had 
been permitted to hold conversation with 
none of her race, and noqe of the family 
were ever permitted to tell her the re­ 
solta of the war. When her old master 
died three weeks ago she ran away to 
Booneville, and while there learned that 
tbe slaves had been emancipated. She 
told her story to a lawyer, and he 
brought suit to recover $1,400 (wages at 
$5 a month for twenty-five years) from 
Hickham’s estate. The coart decided 
for the plaintiff today, and allowed one- 
half of the amount claimed. 
BRAWLINO BLAOKDIITHS. 
A Carolina! T hat Cost T w o of Them 
Their Elves. 
D o v er, Del., December 24 —At Hart­ 
ley, a small town in this county, Fred 
Maas and Alexander Dill, who ran a 
blacksmith ehop, were carousing this 
afternoon with eeveral friends, among 
whom were George Peterson and John 
Hovey, of Dover. Peterson, who is also 
a blacksmith, taunted Maas with the as 
sertion that he did not know his busi­ 
ness. This angered Maas, and he struck 
Peterson and a general flght enBued. 
Peterson cut Maas with a razor, the blade 
passing through the left lung. Peterson 
also slashed Dill’s throat in a fearful 
manner. Mass died in a few minutes 
and Dill is dying. Peterson escaped, but 


a posse is in pursuit. The friends of 
the murdered men swear they will shoot 
Peterson on eight. Hovey, who was 
badly hurt daring tbe fight, has mysteri­ 
ously disappeared.

Associated Free* Dispatches to tho H k h a d 
P o r tl a n d, Ore., December 24 —A Ya- 
quiua City, Oregon, dispatch to the Ore- 
gonian says: The steam schooner Far- 
rallone, commanded by Captain Bon- 
field, after being tow ed across the bar 
today-by the tug Resolute, was struck by 
a sw ell, carrying overboard Chief Engi­ 
neer Pugeley, a cabin boy and three 
Bailors, named Frank Johnson, Charles 
Dickineon and William Brown. The 
sailors were drowned before assistance 
coaid reach them. They were all young 
men and nati yes of Sweden. 
The chief engineer and the cabin boy 
succeeded in catching some wreckage 
and were rescued by the tug after tying 
in the water some time. They were 
nearly exhausted. The seaa put out the 
fires. Tne assistant engineer and two 
firemen had a narrow escape from 
drowning in the fire-room. The steamer 
was towed in by the Resolute, badly 
damaged. The starboard side was stove 
in, the rail carried away, the davits and 
life boats washed overboard and the 
hatches torn up, filling the hold with 
water and damaging the cargo of wheat. 
The schooner is owned by Dolbear & 
Carson, San Francisco, and was char­ 
tered by the Oregon Development Com­ 
pany. Captain Bonfield reports over 
twenty-four feet of water on the bar 
where the veesel was when struck by the 
Bea. The three Beatnen were probably 
drowned at once. The bar was compar­ 
atively smooth when the vessel started 
to go out, but a heavy swell arose.

Cowboy* Who .Sacrificed T heir Live* 
to D uty In the Kecent B lizzard . 
No more heroic deed has been recorded 
in this Territory in years than that of 
the poor cowboys who followed their em­ 
ployers’ stock to their death in the fear­ 
ful blizzard which raged over the great 
plains of Colfax county last week, says 
the Stock Grower. These brave fellows 
were accuBtomed to severe changes of 
the elements, and fully comprehended 
the dangers of a night in such a storm. 
But they were intrusted with thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property, and like 
true knights of their profession they pre­ 
ferred to do their duty and die rather 
than abandon the herd and seek shelter. 
Who can think of those daring riders, 
following and attempting to control this 
vast herd of infuriated cattle in a blind­ 
ing, freezing storm, ao they rushed ttver 
the plains in the shadowy night, now 
and again falling over embankments, 
without realizing that they were heroes 
worthy a nobler fate?. 
Did they shrink from the inevitable re­ 
sult of such a night? No, they rode 
boldly to death, conscious only that it 
was their “duty,?* and the end was typi­ 
cal of their race. 
Only recently the whole world ap­ 
plauded a sea captain for stopping his 
craft long enough to rescue the survivors 
of a wreck. It was plainly his duty todo 
so. • And yet he was wined, dined and 
made a hero of on both continents. To 
our mind, while the judgment of these 
men may be questioned, they did a far 
braver act in discharging their duty as 
they saw it. 
A cowboy is usually considered a des­ 
perado and a tough, yet they all have 
hearts easily touched, and few there are 
among them who do not hold their lives 
subject to the order of the “ boss” when 
in the line of what they consider their 
“ duty.” Frequently deserving tbe cot- 
sure they receive, yet there is much o 
admire in the typical cowboy. He mi y 
break every law of nature and morality 
himself, and yet no man has a higher re­ 
gard for virtue, or will fight quicker for 
tbe weak and afflicted, or give more 
freely of his scanty means to the poc I 
and unfortunate. 
He is usually a misguided and badly 
misunderstood individual.

There is no reason why 
Angoleños should not turn toward the 
giver of all good gifts w ith gratefnl hearts 
on this anniversary of the coming of the 
Saviour. There is not on the footstool a 
more plenteous land thaD this, and the 
traditional roast turkey is within the 
reach of every one, even the poorest. 
On no city in all this broad land does the 
sun of hope shine with a more undim ­ 
med luster, notwithstanding the rain 
clouds. 
W hatever 
inconvenience we 
m ay sailer from these last is at best but 
tem porary, and it will be recompensed 
to us i hundred fold in the coming 
m onths. 
From every quarter we are ad­ 
vised of the disappearance of the red 
and white ecale, crops though late are 
bound to be abundant, and the rank 
growth of the alfilerilla alone, which 
mantles on mesa and valley, is of itself 
wealth. 
Meanwhile, all our springs and 
reservoirs are full to bursting, and we 
shall feel the good effects of the unpre­ 
cedented rainfall for years to come. 
Then a m erry Christmas to all, and may 
every vigorous Angele ño fall to on his 
turkey and plum pudding, and may di­ 
gestion wait on appetite and health on 
both. 


T k e Storm a n d Storm *. 
The storm of yesterday has been by 
long odds th e most violent of an nnpre 
cedented season. For the twenty-four 
hours ending at 5 p. m . the rainfall waB 
1.10 inches, makiDg the total for the 
season 21.49 inches. 
At times yesterday 
evening the rainfall was almost a cloud­ 
burst, the downpour flooding the streets 
and converting many of them into rivers. 
Telephonic messages were sent in from 
the corner of Hope and Sixth streets ask­ 
ing for rescuing parties, so great was the 
fear of a disastrous flood. 
As a m atter of 
fact, on portions of Hope street the water 
was quite three feet deep, and an even 
greater depth was attained on Alameda 
street. 
Early in the night information 
came into the city that abridge had given 
way over the Arroyo Seco under a con- 
slruction train. The engine fell throngh, 
but, fortunately, the engineer and fire­ 
m an escaped. All the cable cars were 
compelled to stop running at an early 
hour. The Temple street line encoun­ 
tered four feetof water on Beaudry street, 
and incontinently suspended the effort to 
keep a-going. At the Saventh-street en­ 
gine bPHPe fbe water rose at least a loot 
ñn tke engine. 
Last, but not least, the 
press-room of the H erald office was 
flooded. 
The w riter has only once before in his 
life seen such a tremendous downpour 
of rain as visited this city between 6 :30 
and 7 p. m . yesterday. 
That was in 
Pittsburg, in the sum m er of 1874. 
Ou 
th a t m emorable occasion the downpour 
only lasted for some twenty m inutes, but 
during th a t brief space Penn street was 
running to a depth of three feet. 
Out­ 
side of a thorough drenching the good 
citizens of Pittsburg had no idea that 
anything particular had taken place in 
their im m ediate 
neighborhood. 
The 
next morning news came of a fearful 
disaster which had occurred in Alle­ 
gheny, across the river of that nam e. A 
cloud-burst had broken at 
Butchers' 
run, a sort of funnel-shaped conforma­ 
tion of hills, and the great confluence of 
waters rushed down the gorge with re­ 
sistless fury, tearing up the sewers and 
storm drains as though they had been 
children’s playthingB. Four-story brick 
buildings were lifted bodily up by the 
angry waters and jammed on other four- 
story 
brick 
buildings, four or five 
blocks 
lower 
down. 
Nearly 
three 
hundred people were killed, together 
with innum erable horses and other ani­ 
mals. 
Men, women, cows, horses and 
domestic creatures of all kinds were 
ram m ed into the disrupted sewers and 
storm drains, and a scene of indescribable 
ruin and violence was disclosed on every 
hand. 
No one who ever witnessed that 
scene of destruction and havoc will ever 
forget its lightest detail. 
Thus far we have only suffered damage 
and annoyance by the storm , and we 
heartily hope that later intelligence will 
not aggravate the situation. 
At the rate 
a t which Jupiter Pluvins is “ spreading1 
himself this season, we need be sur­ 
prised at no figure of the rainfall. From 
the indications obtainable jast now, 
about four thousand inches might be 
safely assumed as the maximum. 


Perhaps one of the most rem arkable 
things in the history of the United States 
is the unwillingneBS of the Republican 
leaders to recognize the Republic of 
Brazil. 
Here we have an instance of an 
overwhelming movement of a people in 
favor of self-government, and an im ­ 
perial government overturned absolutely 
w ithout a struggle, and yet the United 
States, th e prem ier republic of the world, 
is laggard in holding out the hand of 
good fellowship. Fancy such heei'ation 
and indecision in the days when Daniel 
W ebster or W illiam L. Marcy held the 
portfolio of Secretary of State. For a 
jingo statesm an Mr. Blaine ia the moBt 
extraordinary individual who has figured 
in oor annals. That Rósala should halt 


B eth leh em U p h ra ta h . 
This ancient town, although “ little 
among the thousands of Ju d ah ,” is one 
of the most interesting localities in the 
world. The words of Micah have been 
fulfilled in a degree far beyond his own 
expectation, and the Ruler who came 
forth from Bethlehem is held in highest 
honor among all the civilized nations of 
the earth. 
“ Cbriat was born across the sea, 
W ith a glory iu hla bosom th at transfigures you 
aud m e.” 
The origin of the village dates back to 
some unknown age of remote antiquity. 
When the children of Israel first came 
to the Promised Land, this Canaanitish 
ham let was known as Ephrath or Ephra- 
tah, the signification of which is “ fruit­ 
ful.” It is probable that the nam e was 
suggested by the rem arkable fertility of 
the surrounding fields. On gaining posees 
sion the tribe of Judah changed the 
designation of the town to Bethlehem, 
the 
meaning 
of which 
is: 
“ Toe 
house of bread” —an appellation be­ 
stowed for the same reason as the previ 
ous one. 
W ith a slight change in the 
orthography the town ia known at the 
present day by the Arabic nam e of Beit 
Lahm, or house of flesh. Glinging to the 
high crest of the hillside, looking toward 
Jerusalem six miles toward the north, 
Bethlehem is surrounded with terraces 
bearing the fig and olive in profusion. 
The elevated site upon which it is lo­ 
cated is about 2,500 feet above the sea 
level, or nearly the same altitude as the 
Mount of Olives, towering above Jerusa­ 
lem. At present tke population is nearly 
4,500, mostly nominal Christians, and 
there are few Moslems in the neigh­ 
borhood. This was the home of Jesse, 
the father of David, and the poet King 
of Israel was probably born there. 
Although there are no springs of run­ 
ning water within or near the town, the 
inhabitants and their domestic animals 
receive a plentiful supply of excellent 
water from cisterns outside the gates, 
some distance down the declivity. In 
all the towns of Palestine public life, 
says Rev. Dr. 
Edmond 
Stapfer, is 
centered around the wells. The inhabi­ 
tants m eet there every morningand even­ 
ing. Young maidens come with pitchers to 
draw water for each household, and the 
numerous 
flocks are 
watered there. 
Beside the wells travelers halt at m id­ 
day to prepare their meals, and also 
encamp near the source of water supply 
at night. 
About 
twenty-nine 
centuries 
ago 
Philistine troops 
held 
possession of 
Bethlehem, and poRted a guard near the 
principal well. 
A beautiful story is 
related of David, who was taking refuge 
in the cave of Adullam. “ And David 
longed 
and 
said, 
oh, 
that 
one 
would give me drink of the water of 
the well of Bethlehem, which is by the 
gate.” 
Learning their 
com mander’s 
desire, three valiant 
soldiers hewed 
their way through the ranks of the 
enemy, drew water from the well, again 
rushed through the hostile lines, and 
presented the 
refreshing 
draught to 
David. 
“ Nevertheless be would not 
drink thereof, but poured it out unto the 
Lord. 
And he said, See it fir irom me, 
0 Lord, that I should do this. Is not 
this the blood of the men that went in 
jeopardy of their lives?” Few Generals 
have manifested such consideration for 
the lives of their subalterns. 
A centnrv and a half earlier, in the 
bistory of Boaz and R uth, from whom 
David was directly descended, in the 
coarse of an exquisite idyl contained in 
the sacred canon, the local customs of 
Bethlehem are portrayed w ith a mas­ 
terly band. The simple, yet touching, 
narrative is of no small importance, in 
view of the fact that after many genera­ 
tions th e blessed ohild who was laid in 
a manger-cradle derived his earthly pedi­ 
gree from the landed proprietor of Beth­ 
lehem and his devoted wife from the 
laud of Moab. 
As is generally understood, the modern 
Bethlehem contains no traces of the old­ 
time inn, the stable, or the manger. 
Only in retrospect can the familiar line 
of Bishop H eber be considered accurate: 
'Low Ilea hia bead w ltb the beasts of th e stall," 
Palestine has again and again been 
tram pled under foot by invading hosts, 
and even if the 
land 
had 
always 
enjoyed the blessings of peace, every 
stone belonging to the M essiah’s birth­ 
place would long ago have been carried 
away by devoted pilgrims, St. Helena, 
mother of the Em peror Constantine, 
erected the church of St. Mary over the 
reputed place of the nativity. 
R9v. Dr. 
Wm. Thomson has rem arked that this 
building is “ perhaps the oldest and most 
valuable specimen of a Christian church 
in the world.” It is em bellished with 
marble columns surmounted by Corin­ 
thian capitals, the ceiling being com­ 
posed of cedar wood from the forest of 
Lebanon. Connected with the buildiDg 
are Latin, Greek and Armenian con­ 
vents. 
From the interior of the church 
several stairways descend to the eacred 
grotto of the nativity. A silver star in 
the marble floor, surrounded by a Latin 
inscription, indicates the most revered 
spot in the grotto, but the reputed 
manger was carried to Rome centuries 
ago. 
Pilgrims are also directed to an altar 
erected in commemoration of the Magi, 
who presented their costly gifts and 
adored the infant King. Near'by are the 
tombs of Eusebius and Jero m e; also the 
chapel where the latter prepared hia ver 
sion of the Scriptures. To Protestant 
visitors the entire scene is usually disap­ 
pointing, notwithstaudiog the rich adorn­ 
ments of the interior. “ Everything is 
cased iu marble, covered with silver and 
gold, surrounded with burning lamps, 
and pervaded with the odor of incenre. 
Everything is overlaid with m an’s work.” 
Dr. Thomson, who long served as a 
missionary in the Holy Land, rem arks 


that the gospels do not state th rt Jesus 
or H is m other ever visited Bothlehem 
after the flight into Egypt. Y et Jesus 
and Mary were often in Jeresalem , only 
six miles away. From those premises 
the missionary deduces the conclusion 
that no importance was attached to the 
birthplace of the Messiah. 
The native Christians residing in Beth­ 
lehem mostly belong to the Greek com­ 
m union, the Latin and Armenian priests 
being employed in the service of their 
respective convents. 
Protestant schools 
for boys and girls have been established 
within the town, th e instruction being 
im parted by missionary teachers. To 
Western visitors it 
m ust 
indeed be 
an unexpected incidont to hear Moody 
and Sankey’a “ Gospel H ym ns” sung by 
the echool children of 
m odern Beit 
Lahm . It is stated that not a single 
Moslem mosque exists within the limits 
of the town. Considering the M oham­ 
medan fanaticism which prevails in Je­ 
rusalem and elsewhere, throughout the 
length and breadth of Palestine, this 
single exception w ith regard to B ethle­ 
hem (if it still exists), is quite rem arka­ 
ble. 
“ Peace on earth and good will to m en” 
was the refrain of the angelic song on 
the neighboring plains. 
It alm ost seems 
as if their benediction still rested upon 
the hillside of the nativity. 
Greek, Ro­ 
man Catholic and American priests per­ 
form their rites with ao unusual degre? 
of concord. Protestant missions carry 
on their work w ithont molestation. No­ 
where does the crescent offensively Beek 
to supplant the cross. 
From Bethle­ 
hem, where Christianity was first em ­ 
bodied in the person of Jesus, its reno­ 
vating and uplifting influence has gone 
forth in ever widening circles till the 
song of the angels finds a responsive 
chord in every nation under heaven.

R ailroad Traffic 
Demoralized

Snow and R ain—The Big 
Fresno Seizure. 


A t 1 o’clock it is still raining steadily, 
w ith no sign of cessation. 
Up to thiB 
hour the damage done is slight, but the 
river is nearly over the bulkheads from 
Buena Vista to First street. 
It has 
broken through the levee at two or throe 
points, and has washed out the ap­ 
proaches to the K uhrts-street bridge. 
On th e flat across the river, near First 
stieet, the houses are inundated and the 
families are moving out. The situation 
is grave, the immediate future hinging 
on the heaviness of the downpour in the 
mountains aud on the continuance of 
this unprecedented precipitation. Should 
the rain cease we may escape serious 
trouble, and the river may be shrunk to 
a email measure by morning, as it very 
rapidly runs dow n; but should the storm 
be renewed in a severe degree great dam­ 
age is sure to ensue, and loss of life is 
among the probabilities.

In addition 
to the specific requirements of the stat­ 
utes, the successful bidder will be re­ 
quired to provide a suitable building for 
a public school on each island, and to

The chief engineer and the cabin boy 
succeeded in catchiDg some wreckage 
and were rescued by the tug after being 
in the water some time. They were 
nearly exhausted. The seas put out the 
fires. Ttie assistant engineer and two 
firemen 
had a 
narrow escape from 
drowning in the fire-room. The steamer 
was towed in by the Resolute, badly 
damaged. The starboard side was stove 
in, the rail carried away, the davits and 
life boats washed overboard and the 
hatches torn up, filling the hold with 
water and dam aging the cargo of wheat. 
The schooner is owned by Dolbear & 
Carson, 8an Francisco, and was char­ 
tered by the Oregon Development Com­ 
pany. Captain Bonfield 
reports over 
twenty-four feet of water on the bar 
where the vessel was when struck by the 
sea.

She 
told her story to a lawyer, and he 
brought suit to recover $1,400 (wages at 
$5 a month for twenty-five years) from 
Hickham’s estate. The court decided 
for the plaintiff today, and allowed one- 
half of the amount claimed. 


A Starved F a m ily . 
C o n n e l l s t i l l e , Pa., December 24.— A 
very distressing sight was witnessed here 
tbis evening. 
A family of eight persons, 
consisting of a m other and father and 
six children, were discovered in a starv­ 
ing condition, near Moyer, and brought 
here to be sent to the county home. The 
gaunt faces of the elder people and the 
hollow eyes and hungry looks of the little 
ones, elicited much sym pathy from the 
spectators, but little money or assistance. 
The parents had been ill from fever, and 
as they lived in an isolated place, thg 
children could procure no aid. Their 
condition was accidentally discovered by 
a farm er.

But they were intrusted with thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property, and like 
true knights of their profession they pre­ 
ferred to do their duty and die rather 
than abandon the herd and seek shelter. 
W ho can think of those daring riders, 
following and attem pting to control this 
vast herd of infuriated cattle in a blind­ 
ing, freezing storm, ao they rushed Over 
the plains in the shadowy night, now 
and again falling over em bankm ents, 
without realizing th at they were heroes 
worthy a nobler fate? 
Did they shrink from the inevitable re­ 
sult of such a night? No, they rode 
boldly to death, conscious only th at it 
was their “ duty,.” and the end was typi­ 
cal of their race. 
Only recently the whole world ap­ 
plauded a sea captain for stopping his 
craft long enough to rescue the survivors 
of a wreck. 
It was plainly hie duty to do 
so. • And yet he was wined, dined and 
made a hero of on both continents. To 
our mind, while the judgm ent of these 
men may be questioned, they did a far 
braver act in discharging their duty as 
they saw it. 
▲ cowboy is usually considered a des­ 
perado and a tough, yet they all have 
hearts easily touched, and few there are 
among them who do not hold their lives 
subject to the order of the “ boss” when 
in tbe line of what they consider their 
“ duty.” Frequently deserving th e cen­ 
sure they receive, yet there is much fo 
admire in the typical cowboy. He m iy 
break every law of nature and morality 
himself, and yet no man has a higher re­ 
gard for virtue, or will fight quicker for 
the weak and alilicted, or give more 
freely of his scanty means to the pot* 
and unfortunate. 
He is usually a miwuided and badly 
misunderstood individual.

All 
of which eo changes the character of the 
ship th at Mr. Thomas would not know 
her if he saw her afloat. As these 
changes are all of vital importance and 
will add greatly to the cost of the ship, 
it will be neceesary, if Congress approves 
the revised plans, to amend the present 
law for her construction. 
It is more 
than likely this will be done. Senator 
C handler has always been opposed to the 
Thom as ship, and, it will bo rem em­ 
bered, fonght the appropriation in the 
Senate. 
Secretary Tracy, too, is dis­ 
posed to agree with the construction bu­ 
reau, and is mnch inclined to have the 
Thomas vessel go in as one of his pet 
battle ships, for which he wants Con­ 
gress this session to provide. No, I don’t 
believe the Thomas vessel, as she is now 
designed, will ever be built.’’—[Chicago 
Herald.

W h ere T h ey G re w D ea*js, 
Ed T. Farnum , who use*' to be an 
honest miner on the top oi the Sierras, 
at a point 11,700 feet above the eea, has 
gone to raising Lima beans, in Ventura 
county, California. M r. Farnum is on 
his way to his bean ranch from a,vieit to 
hia old home in the East, and was feen 
the other day at the Palmer. "People 
who don’t know anything of my section 
of California don’t know anything about 
Lima bep.ns,” said Mr. Farnum . "W hy, 
we raise beans by wholesale. The great 
Carpintería valley, in Santa Barbara 
and V entura counties, is one vast bean­ 
ery. There are thousands of acres of 
Iba loveliest 
land 
on 
earth lying 
directly on the Pacific Coast, devoted 
exclusively to Lima beans. 
We begin 
to plow in’January, and about February 1 
put in the crop. 
We grow the stunted 
bean, which grows like a shrub and 
needs no poles. We plant the beans in 
rows and carefully cultivate till the har­ 
vest. In a good year the beans will 
yield from one to one and a half tonB to 
the acre, and last year the crop of the 
Carpintería valley was something like 
40.000 tons of beans. A great many 
of the beans are sold to the canneries at 
Los Angeles, but the bulk of -the crop is 
dried and sent to m arket in San Fran­ 
cisco. Profitable? Oh, yes; give ua a 
good year and there is no better crop 
than Lima beans. 
"O ne section, too, is the greatest 
English walnut producing section in the 
U nited States. Russell H eath, of Santa 
Barbara, has an immense number of 
walnut trees, and his crop will average 
100.000 pounds of walnuts every year, 
and the crop nets him between $0,000 
and $10,000 a year. The only cost of a 
walnut crop is the gathering and sending 
to market. There is a never-failing de­ 
m and for the nuts, and as the area in 
which the English walnut thrives is 
limited there is no fear of overproduction. 
The trees begin to bear at three and 
four years, and attain their full vigor and 
growth at about ten years. The English 
w alnut is oue of the most beautiful trees 
to be found in a landscape. The foliage 
is a rich green, it is very dense and the 
form of the tree is perfect. 
A well-kept 
grove of walnuts is in the summer a 
beautiful sight.” —[Chicago Herald.

The rain kept away the ex­ 
pected customers, and there was not a 
great diminution in the stocks of beauti­ 
ful Christm as goods brought especially 
from the East for this occasion.

MAHY RESIDENTS FRIGHTENED. 


The Biver Bises to the Top pf the 
Levee—Bridge Approaches 
Washed Away. 


Latkbt R kpobts—At half past 2 
o’clock this morning the river was up to 
the top of the planked portion of the 
levee, and woe thought to be still rising. 
The levee was reported to be washing 
awky between the Kuhrts-street bridge 
and Downey avenue in several places, 
and a train loaded with iron was unable 
to be taken upon the Santa Fe bridge. 
The rain which continued heavily all 
day yesterday commenced shortly after 
midnight yesterday morning. From that 
time until about C :30 o’clock the fall was 
steady, and there were few intervale 
during the entire day that allowed pa 
destrians to lower their umbrellas. Up 
to 6 :30 o’clock the water did not come 
down in such quantities as to cause a 
blockade of the streets, and it was not 
until after dark that the situation became 
at all serious. The river up to that time 
was reported to be lower than it had 
been on the previous day, and while 
there was some anxiety among those 
who fived on the low ground near the 
river bank, no steps were taken to escape 
the flood which might come if the river 
ehoudl rise. At 6 :30 o’clock the rain be* 
came heavier, and by fi :45 o’clock the 
streets were turned into river beds, with 
currents so swift as to take people who 
attempted lo croes off from their feet. The 
heavy fall lasted until a quarter after 8 
o’clock, and at that time rumors were 
heard that Reservoir No. 4 had given 
way, and that people were being 
drowned in the vicinity of Hope and 
Sixth streets. Several mounted officers 
were sent to that locality, where it was 
found that the stream in the course of 
the Arroyo de los Reyes had risen to 
such proportions as to endanger the 
houses that stood in its course The 
water had backed up at Pearl and Fourth 
streets, and shortly after 8 o’clock it 
broke through and swept around the 
base of the hill on which the Normal 
School etands with such force and 
depth as to frighten those who were in 
the cottages on Hope street. One lady was 
found in her house, from which there 
was no escape on foot. She was very 
much frightened, and told the police that 
people were being drowned further up 
the course of the arroyo. A search for 
any such catastrope proved the falsity of 
the statement. There were, however, a 
number of cottages along the course of 
the stream, the occupants of which had 
been carried to places of safety. The 
situation at this time in the vicinity of 
Hope, Sixth, Seventh, and Grand ave­ 
nue was very eicitiDg. The water was 
flowing down Hope street at a depth of 
over three feet, and in some places 
horses hud 
hard 
work in cros­ 
sing the stream. A torrent flowed 
down 
Sixth 
street 
to 
Grand 
avenue and along that thoroughfare to 
Seventh, where it was Joined by another 
stream and both streets were covered 
from curb to curb. People were scat­ 
tered along the street at intervals, and 
quite a number of ladies were carried 
across the streets in the arms of men. 
The employees of the Cable Company 
worked like beavers to keep the water 
from going into the power-house but 
were unsuccessful. They plugged up 
the slots and the conduits were stopped 
but despite tbeir efforts the water poured 
into the power-house until the Corliss 
engine was covered. 
On Temple street the stream was so 
swift that it carried with it huge boul­ 
ders, and, to make matters worse for 
people residing in the western part of the 
city, the Temple-street cable road was 
forced to stop ruDniDg. From Second 
street the water poured with such force 
as to carry with it planks, oil cans and 
large rocks. 
It covered Fort street, 
and, filling the street from curb to curb, 
rushed to Spring street, down which it 
turned and ran to Main at NiDth. Be­ 
low Ninth, Main street was a river, and 
the water in several instances rose over 
the sidewalk and entered the front yards, 
tearing away lawns and plants. 
Alameda street was a river and at one 
time the water reached a depth of two 
feet, making it almost impossible to cross 
except with heavy wagons and homes. 
All the country between Los Angeles 
Btreet and Alameda was covered with 
water, with but few exceptions. In the 
southern part of the city it was almost 
impossible for people to get out of their 
houees. On Washington street planks, 
barrels, treea and bushes from other 
parts of the city were swept along the 
stream and carried toward the Ballona. 
Some of the people fearing that the river 
wonld break over ite banks made them­ 
selves ready to leave at a moment’s no­ 
tice, and one family came to the Police 
Station to be out of danger. 
The cable roads held up bravely yes 
terday all day in spite of the steady 
rains. At 6 o’clock, when the heaviest 
downpour occurred the Pacific Railway 
system ceased operations, and the men 
put in all their time and energy in the 
effort to keep the water out of the power­ 
houses. At Downey avenue they were 
successful, bat at Grand avenue and 
Boyle Heights the old experience was 
repeated with worse ultimate results 
than ever before. At Boyle Heights 
there is a depth of ten or twelve feet in 
the engine-room, and at Grand avenue 
the water completely submerged the 
machinery. The prospect is that even 
if the storm ceaees only the Downey- 
avenue cable will be in operation today. 
THE RAILROADS. 
The railroads were in a very demoral­ 
ised condition yesterday, with a very 
gloomy oatlook for today when this pa­ 
per went to press. The Santa Fe, having 
the greatest number of miles of track in 
Southern California. I ihb suffered the 
most considerable injury. The overland 
from the East, which should have ar­ 
rived in this city last Monday afternoon, 
is still at Barstow, detained by continu­ 
ous small landslides in the Gajon pass. 
It was at first the plan of the Santa Fa 
people to run the train up to Mojave and 
bring it down by the Southern Pacific 
line, but unfortunately it transpired in 
the course of the day that that line was 
in no condition to be used. 
In spite of the very insecure condition 
of the roadbed along all branches of the 
system, only one accident, took place, 
and that not a serious one. The over­ 
land left at the usual time yesterday 
afternoon, but got only as far as Pasa­ 
dena. The road beyond that point was 
washed ont in a number of places and a 
construction train wae dispatched to 
render assistance. It was in the act of 


backing across the bridge over the Ar­ 
royo Seco, near the city limits, at jost 
about half-past 8 o’clock in the evening, 
when several piers gave way and the 
engine fell through into the river. 
Dan Leightnor, the engineer, and Sam 
King, the fireman, both jumped out as 
they felt the truck giving way beneath 
them. The engine doubled up, sinking 
down first in the place where the tender 
connects with the cab. Neither of the 
two men were injured in any way, al­ 
though the fireman had a very close call 
from being caught in the cab and 
drowned. The water in the arroyo was 
up to the top of the bridge. 
News of the mishap was sent back to 
the main office, and word waB seht to 
General Manager Wade, who was soon 
on hand at the depot. An engine and 
baggage-car containing the General Man­ 
ager and a number of men started for 
the place immediately, and all trains 
going either way were stopped. 
The San Diego line of the Santa Fe is 
of course in no better condition than it 
was two days ago. The storm must 
cease entirely before any considerable 
repairs can be effected there. No trains 
are running on this line. 
The San Pedro division of the South­ 
ern Pacific is in a bad condition. No 
trains ran over it yesterday. The county 
bridge over the New river at Norwalk 
gave way Monday night, and was car­ 
ried down the stream. It struck the 
Southern Pacific bridge and knocked out 
several spans. Trains were running over 
the Santa Ana division yesterday, but it 
was necessary that passengers should be 
transferred across the bridge. 
No. 19, which is due in this city from 
the north in the afternoon, failed to get 
in, and will probably not appear on the 
Beene until some time today. It was 
staled at first that there were landslides 
north of Mojave. It was subsequently 
ascertained that a number of washouts 
had taken place between this city and 
San Fernando. 
The fact that it has rained quite stead 
ily all night makes the assertion very 
safe early this morning that travel in 
all directions on the railroads will be 
very much upset today. 
THE RIVER. 
During the afternoon fears were enter­ 
tained that the river would rise and 
reach the levee, but until 5 o’clock there 
was no sign of a rise and the river was 
said to be falling. Between 5 and 7 
o’clock, however, the river rose 18 
inches and from that time until 1 o'clock 
this morning it rose steadily until it 
reached within about 18 inches of the 
top of the planks on the piling. 
At 1 o'clock it was reported that a part 
of the bridge on the Southern Pacific 
branch to Yuma had given away, and 
fears were entertained that the timbers 
would sweep down and carry the Aliso 
and Macy-street bridges with them. 
Mounted police were stationed at various 
points along the levee, ready to dash off 
to give the alarm if tho lovcc should 
show signs of giving away. On the east 
side of the river near Aliso street, the 
water played havoc with the sand be­ 
hind the piling,and the approaches to the 
Macy and Aliso-street bridges were 
washed away. A lady who was crossing 
the Aliso-street bridge fell through jast 
as the approach gave way, but was 
seized in time by several men who 
happened to be near and saved from 
being carried down stream. The citi­ 
zens were out in full force at Kuhrts- 
street bridge and did everything in their 
power to prevent the water from break­ 
ing through. It was a hard fight, and at 
the hour of going to press it was doubt­ 
ful whether they would be successful in 
their efforts. At,l :30 o’clock this morn­ 
ing the river was stationary, and it roared 
so that it could be heard half a mile 
away. 
8T0RM NOTES. 
A telephone message was received at 
the Police Station at 8:15 o’clock to the 
effect that houses were being washed out 
by the storm-water at Beaudry avenue, 
but the report was not officially con­ 
firmed. 
Poundmaster O’Farrell telephoned at 
9 :30 o’clock to the effect that there was 
water to the depth of two and ono-half 
feet in the city pound on Second street, 
and that if the flood continued he would 
be ooliged to cut his stock loose and 
swiiu for it. 
Officer Green reported at Police Head­ 
quarters last night that the basement cf 
the new post-office building whb flooded, 
but as it was fortunately untenanted at 
the time little or no material damage 
enBued. 
Officer Downie, who is stationed at the 
Sixth Street Park and vicinity, reported 
that at 7:30 o’clock last evening the park 
presented the appearance of a miniature 
lake, and that at the corner of Sixth and 
Olive streets the water had completely 
submerged all four sidewalks. 
Officers Whaling and Huston reported 
that the water on Main street, between 
Ninth and Twelfth streets, rendered 
that thoroughfare completely impaapable 
for some time, and that the grounds in 
front of the residence of Hon. 8. M. 
White were being badly washed out by 
the current. 
The policemen were kept busily en- 
gagedfor some time after last night’s storm 
in carrying ladies across the streets on 
their beats, and almost every officer on 
the day watch had some thrilling experi­ 
ence to relate on reporting off at 8 o’clock. 
Detective Bosqui rescued a young lady 
from a watery grave at the corner of 
Pearl and Tenth streets, she having lost 
her footing on stepping off the curbstone 
to wade acroBS the roadway. 
Mounted Officers Sanchez and Man­ 
ning did good service across the river 
last night. The low-lying section cloae 
to the levee, near the Aliso-street bridge, 
was inundated, and the residents of An­ 
derson street and vicinity were forced to 
abandon their houses, many of which 
were moved from their positions by the 
currents which swept down through 
there. The two officers above named 
forced their horses into the stream and 
reecued a number of horror-stricken 
females by carrying them from the scene 
to places of safety on this side of the 
river. Two young ladies, more venture­ 
some than the reBt, rode all the way up 
to the Nadeau behind their saviors, 
rather than spend the night in the deso­ 
late waste of water surrounding their 
homes. 
A telephone message was received at 
the station about 7:30 o’clock to the 
effect that a whole family was being 
drowned on Flower street, between 
Sixth and Ninth streets. Mounted 
Officers Woodward, Manning and San­ 
chez rode out to the place and found that 
a family of colored people had been 
scared out of their shanty and were un­ 
able to cross the street to a safe place. 
After some little difficulty a ’bus was 
Íjrocnred and the whole family trans­ 
erred in it from the spot. The three 
officers assisted some ladies acroes 
Flower street at a point nearby, much to 
the chagrin of an expressman, who had 
evidently marked them as his lawfnl 
prey, and he would probably have been 
arrested for using bad language had he 
not driven off.
